BETTER PRICES FOR LINSEED OIL. 
The market for linseed oil has re- 
sponded to the better feeling in the 
West, prompted by the meeting of the 
Linseed Crushers’ Association held in 
Chicago last Wednesday. A ruinous 
system of competition has been allowed 
to have full sway in the West, and 
while consumers reaped the benefit of 
a slaughtered merket, manufacturers 
were doing business at a loss. It has 
even been acknowledged by crushers 
that being unable to make oil at the 
prevailing prices, they bought from 
others and supplied their customers at 
a profit. The high price and scarcity 
of seed served as a good element of 
strength for some time back, and the 
volume of business is represented to 
have been moderately fair, but with 
all these circumstances, prices were 
generally cut and as a result the crush- 
ers have been out of pocket. About 
forty-six mills were represented at the 
meeting. The good atteudance showed 
the importance of the subject vnder 
discussion. The sharp rivalry was 
characterized as absurd and it was 
agreed to advance the price to forty- 
nine cents, to go into effect when all 
millsin the Association agree to the 
change. There is no combination to 
regulate the market, but the crushers 
merely entered into a mutual under- 
standing not to sell oil under forty-nine 
cents, Chicago delivery. There was no 
agreement on paper; the assembly 
seemed anxious for a steady basis for 
action and unanimously agreed to the 
limit, which is two cents above the pre- 
vious quotation and three and a half 
cents above the figure named by some 
sellers. All the mills are expected to 
enter the new agreement, and on the 
strength of this, Western oil on spot is 
quoted at fifty-one cents. A general 
feeling was expressed at the meeting 
that the stock of oil is not excessive 
and that there would be very littleif 
any oil to ship East. Higher views are 
entertained in the West for forward 
delivery and some mills are holding 
stocks uutil spring. The demand for 
Western oil here is light for prompt 
delivery, but a better business could be 
done at fifty cents for New York de- 
livery in the spring, without any en- 
couragement however from the crush- 
ers. The home market is somewhat 
firmer at an advance to fifty-two 
cents, with no price named for futures. 
Indications point to better values 
soon, but the improvement cannot be 
rapid or important if the Western mills 
have sufficient stock to end the season 
with. This seems to be an understood 
fact,and with no scarcity of oil to sup- 
port the market, values will take their 
natural course and be guided by the 
increased wants of consumers, 





ASSAILING MERCANTILE CHARAC- 
TERS. 

The publication on Thursday last by 
an evening paper, of an alleged Wash- 
ington special stating that the Govern- 
ment had received information which 
charged two prominent New York 
drug houses with evasion of the cus- 
toms laws, was an outrage against 
which not only the firms assailed, but 
the entire mercantile community, 
should make a_ vigorous protest. 
Charges of this sort, by irresponsible 
newspapers actuated by a desire for 
sensations or a willingness to black- 
mail, have been made in numerous in- 
stances in the past, against houses of 
unblemished reputation, and the raids 
of customs officials upon the stores and 
warehouses of reputable importers 
have been conducted in an equally 
outrageousmanner. But the present 
instance isoneof the most dastard- 
ly that we have ever known, be- 
cause the published charge had not 
even the sciutilla of probability that a 
suspicion in the minds of the Govern- 
ment officials might have furnished. 
There has been no charge preferred 
against either of the firms named ;nosus- 





— | 


Picion of their integrity has been enter- 
tained by any official of the Govern- 
ment, and although there is reason for 
believing that the baseless charge was 
fabricated by a Government employe, 
it is wholly the creation of an unbal- 
anced or amalicious mind. Messrs. E. 
Fougera & Co. have disagreed with the 
Government as to the rate of duty 
they should pay on French prepara- 
tions, but have paid, although under 
protest, whatever rate has been levied. 
The disagreement is in no sensea re- 
flection upon their integrity, nor has 
any attempt at evasion on their part 
been hinted at. Messrs. W.H. Schief- 
felin & Co. have occasion to regard the 
assault upon them as still more aggra- 
vated, for the reason that they do not 
evenimport the class of goods upon 
which they are charged with success- 
ful evasion of the law. The charge, 
therefore, resolves itself into an effort 
on the part of some conscienceless and 
thoroughly malicious rascal, through 
the medium of a criminally careless or 
unprincipled newspaper, to cast public 
suspicion upon the reputation of a 
prominent house. The jealousies of 
competition Would never lead to such 
methods as this among the class of 
merchants engaged in the drug busi- 
ness, and the origin of the charges must 
be looked for elsewhere. That they 
were founded in malice there can be no 
doubt, and it cannot bea very difficult 
matter to trace the source. While un- 
substantiated charges of this sort per- 
haps occasion no more serious results 
to the persons against whom they are 
made than to excite their indignation, 
they owe it to the mercantile commu- 
nity, we think,to ferret out these moral 
dynamitards and secure their punish- 
ment. 


THE ADVANCE IN OIL OF PEPPER- 
MINT. 

The extremely favorable statistical 
position of oil of peppermint continues 
to enhance values, and the past week 
has witnessed an unusually sensitive 
market. The advance has been steady 
and gradual, dating back from the 
arrivals of the last crop, the early sales 
being at two dollars and sixty-five 
cents for cans or twenty cents more for 
cases. At the moment, no important 
quantity could be bought under five 
dollars per pound for cases. Thestock 
in the United States is so limited, that 
there is not half enough to supply the 
regular demands of consumption until 
the next crop is offered for sale, which 
will be about October 1. Single pack- 
ages are released at the quotations 
given last week, and, although there 
is considerable inquiry and a disposi- 
tion to do business on a larger scale on 
the part of buyers, they are discour- 
aged by the high prices asked for round 
lots of one thousand pounds or more. 
Astrong speculative feeling has been 
manifested for some months past, and 
aquiet concentration of stocks pro- 
gressed without interference, until 
now the entire available supplies are 
controlled by one party. The princi- 
palholder in question, feeling confi- 
dent of realizing still better prices in 
the near future, is indifferent and de- 
clines to quote for large parcels. In 
previous years the growers held con- 
siderable oil off the market, but owing 
to the bad harvests of the past two or 
three seasons, they have been obliged 
to release their holdings at ordinary 
market rates to meet current expenses. 
Ever since 1877 when the production- 
reached its maximum, the yield has 
been steadily declining far below the 
estimated annual consumption. The 
most important element of strength to 
the market is the fact that the stocks 
here and in London have not been so 
light for 20 years. Last summer the crop 
prospects looked favorable for a larger 
yield than usual, and it was estimated 
that the total production would reach 
40,000 pounds as against 385,000 pounds 
in 1883, The yield was not more than 
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25,000 pounds in 1884 and it will at once 
be recognized what a deficiency has to 
be met, when the annual consumption 
is estimated at 75,000 pounds, and the 
condition of the stocks in the various 
centers is taken into consideration. 
The last crop came upon a bare market 
andthe arrivals at London had not 
been so light for five years. London 
had 950 cases of old stock on hand Oc- 
tober 1 and the arrivals since then up 
to January 1 aggregated 850 cases, 
making in all1,800 cases. The amount 
of oil gone into actual consumption 
reaches 600 cases, leaving 1,200 cases on 
January 1. Of this amount, 577 cases 
are held off the market, having cost 
the holders twenty shillings or more, 
and 441 cases are held subject to New 
York advices, while the remaining 196 
cases are said to be on the market at 
regular rates, but the latter statement 
has not been confirmed. London part- 
ies have been trying to do some busi- 
ness on this market by cable, but prices 
are too high; a stock of 2,000 cases is 
considered small for that market and 
as the ycars consumption Fis _be- 
fore us they will doubtless be com- 
pelled to pay the higher prices for 
American or do without. The world’s 
main supply being drawn from our re- 
sources, the limited offerings of Japan, 
English or French oils of peppermint 
are not expected to influence values.

THE OIL REPORT FOR JANUARY. 


The oil report for January had been 
anticipated in all its details by the 
trade. Every well posted man who 
had taken the trouble to follow the 
field operations, knew that there was a 
marked decline in the production and 
a small increase in the way of new 
work. Of the eighty wells completed 
seventeen were dry. The new produc- 
tion, which came largely from phenom- 
enal Thorn Creek, was 2,623 barrels, a 
decline of 3,433 barrels as compared 
with December. Only six more wells 
were completed last month than in 
December, but the number of wells 
drilling is seventeen greater than at 
the close of the previous month. There 
is also an increase of 21 in the number 
of new rigs. 

As arule it does not take the average 

Thorn Creek gusher long to exhaust 
itself. Wells that start off mer- 
rily at 5,000 barrels per day, seem to 
have but a short lease of life, and are 
soon reduced to the level of ordinary 
every day producers. Some of the 
gushers after they once begin to 
weaken stop producing altogether, and 
in no respect are as lasting as the black 
sand wells of McKean and Allegany. 
Ascompared with the closing month of 
1884, January’s output shows a falling 
off of fully one-half. When compared 
with corresponding months of 1884 and 
1888, it shows less activity on the part 
of the drill. This fact goes to show 
that had it not been for the shut down 
the situation in the region to-day 
would have been worse than it is. 
Goodness knowsit is bad enough now. 
During February about forty wells are 
due, Some of them will likely prove 
gushers, but the majerity can be safely 
put down as either small affairs or 
dusters. February’s new production 
may run as high as 10,000 barrels. In 
the face of this the pipe line figures 
show an average excess of deliveries on 
shipments over runs of 6,227 barrels 
per day. From January 1 to 29 the 
pverage daily runs have been 51,184 
barrels, against 61,322 barrels in De- 
cember, 1884; 58,913 barrelsin January 
1884, and 65,125 barrels in January, 
1888. The daily deliveries average 57,- 
361 barrels, against 75.698 barrels in 
December, 1884, and 54,407 barrels in 
Jauuary, 1884, and 43,812 barrels in 
18838. The charters have averaged 87,- 
452 barrels per day, as compared with 
28,242 barrels for the previous month; 
30,800 barrels in January, 1884, and 48,. 
623 barrels in January, 1848, 


IMPORTANT FACTS RELATING TO 
IODINE. 

One of the principal manufacturers 
of iodine, who was chiefly instrument- 
al in reestablishing the combination, 
in an interview said that they are 
working with more satisfaction now 
than they had been for four years, 
although an understanding exist- 
ed between them heretofore. The 
Chilian and Scotch makers are on the 
most friendly terms, and opposition 
has ceased entirely. The trouble was 
caused by one manufacturer who de- 
clined to enter the combination of four 
years ago. The other makers estab- 
lished a price and made the outsider 
comply with the same. It finally 
became necessary for the organization 
to have the assistance of the outside 
manufacturer, and as he continued to 
positively decline all offers from that 
source, it was decided to make him feel 
the effect of his refusal. Accordingly, 
the price was reduced in July, 1880, 
from fourteen to six pence and subse- 
quently to four pence, and the market 
remained about steady at that figure 
until last November, at which time a 
new understanding had been entered 
into and the price advanced to nine 
pence. For several weeks prior to the 
advance, no business was done by the 
manufacturers, as they had agreed 
that four pence was too low a figure, 
and with a possible combination in 
view, sales were suspended for a while, 
orders being booked for delivery when 
a price should be fixed. There are no 
outsiders this time, the muster being 
complete. All the members express 
themselves as being satisfied and find 
it better than conducting a stupid 
competition, which resulted in the past 
in reducing prices to a ruinously low 
figure. Under the new regulations, 
however, the manufacturers are not 
allowed to sell their entire production 
as before on account of the price, but 
this disadvantage is overbalanced by 
the larger profits. One effect of the 
combination has been to do away with 
speculators, but at no time has there 
been much speculative feeling in the 
iodine market. 

As to future prices, the combination 
wants a steady market. The manu- 
facturers believe that by keeping 
steadily at an understood figure, a bet- 
ter business and one fairer to all con- 
cerned can be done. They expect a 
higher market in the near future, 
especially for stocks intended for med- 
icinal purposes. Some years ago, 
iodine was used for colors, as it makes 
some beautiful shades, but they could 
not be satisfactorily fixed and iodine 
has been abandoned to a large extent. 
The steel manufacturers also began to 
use it for treating phosphorus in iron, 
but the cost of the article has been 
against its extensive use in that direc- 
tion. The iodine makers are satisfied 
that their business would be greatly 
enlarged by the demands from the 
steel interest, and it is hinted that they 
would fill all necessary supplies from 
that source on better terms than nine 
pence. At all events an effort is being 
made to work up a movement of that 
kind without interfering with the gen- 
eral market or causing dissatisfaction 
in the combination, which was never 
more harmonious in action. At pres- 
ent, the makers find a very small out- 
let for their product. Large stocks 
were bought when the price was four 
pence, buyers having anticipated a rise 
in the market. Better times and bet- 
ter prices are looked for when the sup- 
plies in question are worked off and 
demands are brisk. But whatever 
changes are made, will be on a steady 
basis. 

The statements given above are the 
condensed views of a leading member 
of the combination, thus furnishing a 
very comprehensive review of the situ-

THE DRUG APPRAISER OF THE 
PORT OF NEW YORK. 

We understand that Mr. W. H. 
Gregg, chief drug appraiser at this 
port, isalready circulating for signa- 
tures a petition for his reappointment 
by the incoming Federal administra- 
tion. We cannot suppose that he will 
obtain the signatures of any wholesale 
houses which have had opportunities 
of learning his unfitness for the posi- 
tion he occupies, but we understand 
that he has obtained the signatures of 
a number of retailers. In our opinion, 
the reappointment of Mr. W. H. Gregg 
to the position he now holds would be 
even a greater misfortune than his 
original appointment to the place. 
We sha!l, therefore, prepare a petition 
for his removal from office, which will 
in due season be presented to the new 
administration. Persons who desire to 
affix their names to this petition,and it 
should be signed by every importer of 
drugs in the United States, will find it 
at this office. The REPORTER would 
regard any change in the administra- 
tion of most departments of the New 
York custom house, as a misfortune, 
It has faith to believe that the 
change in the political complexion of 
the National executive will not result 
in the official decapitation of many 
Government employees who are quali- 
fied by nature,or experience, to accept- 
ably fill their positions. And it also 
believes that an exception to this salu- 
tary observance of civil service theories 
should be made in the case of Mr. W. 
H. Gregg.

INCREASED IMPORTS OF DRUGS 
AND CHEMICALS. 

The bulk of the imports for 1884 
show an increase in the drug and 
chemical line over the previous year. 
We have reference to the goods receiv- 
ed at this port only, as the last quar- 
terly statement from the Bureau of 
Statistics, giving the total imports, has 
not been issued yet. The list of the 
leading articles showing an inc:ease is 
rather lengthy and demonstrates the 
fact that although 1884 was an off year 
for general business, there was no cur- 
tailment of the supply of foreign goods 
except in some instances where liberal 
stocks and decreased consumption 
prevented the usual movement from 
abroad. There was a material increase 
in the amounts imported during 1884 
of the following named articles: car- 
bolic, oxalic and rosalic acids; alkanet, 
alizarine, alum, aluminum, ambergris. 
ammonia, aniline colors, oil and salt, 
aniseed, annatto seed, argols, assafoe- 
tida, balsams peru and tolu; barytes, 
castor and vanilla beans; bone black, 
borax, brimstone, bronze green, bur- 
gundy pitch, camphor, canary seed, 
cantharides, caraway seed, cardamoms, 
cassia buds, celery seed, chalk, chest- 
nut extract, china clay, chromes, cin- 
chonidia, cloves, cobalt, cocoa butter 
and leaves; colocynth, colors, corian- 
der, crotonseed, cummin seed, dande- 
lion, dragon’s blood, drop black, dye- 
wood extract,egg yolk,fish glue, foeun- 
greek, fustic, galangal, galls, gambier, 
gelatine, ginger, plate and window 
glass; glycerine. gold size, grape sugar, 
grease, gums ammoniac, animi, ben- 
zoin, chicle,gamboge,guiac and kaurie; 
hellebore, hempseed, horehound, Indian 
red, Mexican indigo, insect powder, 
iodine, ipecac, isinglass, jalap, lakes, 
lampblack, laurel leaves, lead including 
nitrate and sugar; licorice paste aud 
root; lime arsen and juice, linseed, 
logwood extract, lycopodium, manure 
salt, menthol, milk sugar, morphine, 
moss, musk, mustard seed, myrabolum 
extract, ochre, oils of almond, berga- 
mot, caraway, cassia, castor, citronella, 
cocoa, cod, codliver, geranium, haar- 
lem, laurel, lemon, lemongrass, mace, 
myrbane, neroli, nutmeg, palm, pep- 
permint, poppy, rape, rose, sandal and 
sesame; opium, orange water, orchill, 
orrisroot, paint, perfume, pimento, 


pitch, pomades, poppyseed; bicarb, 
bichrome, binox and caustic potashes; 
quassia, quinine, resorcine, rhubarb, 
rose water, sage and senna, silica; bi- 
carb, carb, caustic, chlorate, hypo, ni- 
trate, silicate, stannate and sulph 
sodas; sponges, squills, St. John’s 
bread, sticlac, storax, talc, tamarinds, 
tuscan red, venetian red, wash blue, 
Japan, ceresin and carnuba wax; and 
wormseed, 

The articles not specified in the list 
of 1888 and which were imported by 
their proper names during last year, 
are as follows: Muriatic and sulphuric 
acids, sulphate of alumina, barberry 
extract. canella and coto barks, tar 
barbadoes, yellow berries, black salts, 
blane fixe, burdock, sulphate of cop- 
per, gums alamcega and ghezirah; aux 
indigo, phosphate and sulphate of 
lime, limawood, manganese sulph., 
eamphor oil, cottonseed, lubricating, 
saponifying and “vegetable” (?) oils; 
quassia, quebracho extract, size, phos 
and salts of soda, and Turkey red. 

The remainder of the articles in our 
annual report table, published on 
page 9 in last issue, and which are not 
enumerated above, show a decrease in 
the amounts imported during 1884, but 
the comparison in many instances is 
so trifling that the difference is hardly 
worth mentioning.

COTTON PRODUCTS OF THE 
UNITED STATES. 

The Government has been making 
inquiries, through chief Nimmo of the 
Bureau of Statistics, concerning the 
fertility of the cotton producing lands 
of the United States, and the replies 
received indicate that the cotton pro- 
duct will continue to be an important 
element in the foreign and internal 
commerce of the country. There has 
been an increase in the cotton product 
per acre of the United States during 
the last fifteen years, while the aver- 
age product per acre is now far below 
what it might be under the best sys- 
tem of culture. The general average 
for the past fifteen years has been one 
hundred and seventy five and three- 
quarter pounds peracre. The average 
for the seven years from 1869-70 to 
1875-76 inclusive was one hundred and 
seventy one pounds; from 1876-77 to 
1883-84 inclusive, the average was 
nearly 181 pounds. The unstable 
character of the annual yield per acre, 
as well as its low average, 173 3-4 
pounds, indicate general methods of 
culture still far removed from those 
which are recognized as the best. The 
conclusion has been reached by those 
well acquainted with the business of 
cotton culture, that in the great major- 
ity of cases there is room for much 
improvement in the methods employed 
and that with such improvement will 
come an increased yield per acre. In 
some of the southern states, especially 
South Carolina, it does not pay to 
grow cotton as an exclusive crop, un- 
less the annual product is over six 
hundred pounds of seed cotton, which 
is equivalent to two hundred pounds 
oflint per acre;in some cases 1,500 
pounds per acre has been reached and 
maintained with a fair measure of uni- 
formity. 

It is probable that the wide fluctua- 
tions in the average, when taken upon 
the whole crop, are partly due to inac- 
curacies either in the computation of 
the acreage or in that of the net weight 
of the cotton produced. Incomparing 
one series of years with another’ these 
inaccuracies will probably be neutral- 
ized. One fact is made very plain, as 
throwing some light upon the present 
inquiry, that as between the first 
period of seven years and the last 
seven of the fifteen years, the gain in 
average annual production is nearly 
ten pounds of lint per acre, or about 
six per cent over the average of the 
first period. In speculating as to the 
probable increase of cotton production 
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besides the endurance of the soil. 
Looking at the question solely with 
reference to the capacity of the land, 
it seems reasonably certain that the 
cotton states will he able not only to 
keep up a crop of seven million bales, 
but in case of need to increase the crop 
considerably without materially in- 
creasing the acreage now in cotton. 
This opinion is expressed by a southern 
gentleman who is thoroughly familiar 
with the subject, in answer toa ques- 
tion from chief Nimmo if it was prac- 
ticable to maintain the present volume 
of the cotton production of the United 
States, or to increase it, without ex- 
tending the present limits of the cot- 
ton producing area. 

Experts are agreed that cotton lint 
and cottonseed oil take but little from 
the land, and that when the rest of the 
plant, including cottonseed meal is 
restored, the ill effect of continuous 
culture is limited to the denudation of 
the soil and to the consequent loss of 
humus. It is upon this principle that 
the doctrine of rest and of crop rota 
tion is founded. If the signs of deteri- 
oration are early recognized and the 
proper remedies applied, the soil may 
be relied upon to do its part in main- 
taining the volume of production in- 
definitely, according to past experi- 
ence.

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PROTECTING THE RETAIL DRUG- 
GISTS. 

A meeting ot the Protective Associa- 
tion is to be held at Philadelphia on 
the eleventh instant, to consider the 
feasibility of continuing the Campion 
plan. There is no probability, so far 
as we can judge from the views we 
hear, that the plan will be continued, 
and retail druggists will, therefore, 
be left without any protection in 
the sale of proprietary articles. 
This we regard as_ unfortunate 
for the retailer, who needs to 
make a profit from this class of goods, 
if his business is to be prosperous. It 
isalso unfortunate for the wholesaler 
and the proprietor, who will find, we 
believe, that there will hereafter be a 
perpetual demand from the retailer for 
protection, failure to grant which will 
incline him to be aggressive. The 
eause of failure of the Campion plan is 
want of good faith on the part of some 
of those involved in its carrying out. 
Perhaps a majority of the proprietors 
in the plan have faithfully observed 
its provisions, and the wholesalers and 
retailers who have openly or clandes- 
tinely violated it, have been a minor- 
ity of their respective classes. But 
there was too far from a unanimous 
adherence to the plan for it to havea 
chance of success, and the executive 
committee, which has discharged its 
onerous duties conscientiously and has 
labored untiringly anc’ without reward 
for the success of the plan, would have 
been powerless under existing cireum- 
stances to command success, even 
though it had itself been infallible. 
We shall watch with much iuterest the 
effect of the failure of the Campion 
plan upon the Rebate plan, for we feel 
confident that the mere dissolution of 
the Protective Association, by no 
means disposes of the problem which 
it was designed to solve.

The bill to provide for uniform commercial 
paper throughout the United States in allinter- 
state transactions was the subject of an argu- 
ment by Mr.C. C. Bonney, of Chicago, before 
the House Judiciary Committee during the 
week. This bill was prepared as the result of a 
resolution adopted at the meeting of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association in 1882. 

The new glass melting furnace recently 
patented, is attracting some attention, especi- 
ally among window glass men in the West, 
several of whom have obtained an interest in 
it. Itison the regenerative principle, and is 
said to shorten the time necessary for melting, 
besides economizing fuel. It will be put in 
operation in several factories in Pittsburg.

soon give way to the march of progress; the’ 


Miami Canal will be transformed into a grand 
boulevard, and “The Rhine” will be a thing of 
the past. Had this taken place years ago, it 
would have saved many a sore head and dreary 
next morning's remembrance of crossing that 
stream into the regions of unlimited beer. 

“Charlie Ross, the mill man,” as bis numer- 
ous friends in Brooklyn call Mr. Charles Ross, 
Jr., reports that the soreness of bis recent 
“burn” was mitigated somewhat by the 
promptness and courtesy with which the insur- 
ance companies adjusted his claims upon them. 
The Imperial of London paid its policy on the 
27th, only a few days after the fire occurred.; 

J. 8. Burdsall, wholesale druggist, Cincinnati, 
was burned out on the 3ist. Loss on the stock 
$60,000; insurance $57,500. The building was 
formerly owned by Mr. Burdsall but was sold 
by him two years ago to B. G. Stall for $38,000. 
Mr. Burdsa)l has been in the drug trade in Cin- 
cinnati for 35 years and has done a large busi- 
ness. We understand he will start again imme- 
diately. 

A German firm supplies chloride of lime 
packed in the following manner: Quantities of 
one quarter, one-half and one kilo are wrapped 
first in strong paper and sealed. The packet is 
then dipped for a moment in melted rosin, 








which 18 a8 nearly cool as it can be to be fluid. 
This forms a perfectly air-tight varnish, and 
the parcel is lastly wrapped in a good paper 
and labelled. 

Paul F. Gebeke, a retail druggist of 409 Third 
avenue, was arrested on Monday by order of 
the Health Board. Samples of quinine sold by 
him have been analyzed by Professor Waller, 
chemist, of the Board of Health and found to 
contain 50 per cent of sugar of milk, which ren- 
ders the drug inert and causes it to fail to have 
the necessary effect on the patient to whom it 
is administered, 


Messrs. Smith, Vaile &Co.,of Dayton, O., have 
recently completed their new paraffine press. 
This press is stated by those who have seen it 
to be a marvel of efficiency, and is destined to 
work a revolution in this branch of industry. 
We regret to learn that Mr. A. Samson, Secre- 
tary and Manager of this company is seriously 
indispused, having been confined to his house 
for several days. 


The camphor laurel, a native of China, the 
tree from which most of the camphor of com- 
merce ia obtained, seems to have been intro- 
duced successfully into California, one tree in 
Sacramento having attained a height of thirty 
feet. The wood, every part of which smells 
strongly of camphor, is light and durable, not 
liable to injury from insects, and much favor- 
ed by cabinet makers, 

If any one thinks trade is dull he should visit 
the Jersey City White Lead and Color Works, 
and see the amount of goods which this com- 
pany are daily shipping, be will soon be con- 
vinced that things are busy enough in that 
city. Mr.C. A. Woolsey, who is the proprietor 
of these works, also manufactures and dealer 
in otber lines of paints, as will be seen from 
his advertisement upon another page of this 
issue. 

Among those exhibits at the New Orleans 
Exposition which attracts considerable atten- 
tion may be mentioned the one made by Rice, 
Starkweather & Co., of Providence, R. I., who 
have a fine display of their “Gutta Percha” 
paint. Mr. Rice, who has just returned from 
New Orleans, is very enthusiastic over the ex- 
position, and says it more than pays one for 
the time and money expended in visiting the 
exhibition. 

Holyoke, Mass., is to have a new paper mill, 
which will manufacture and glaze paper. The 
business will be carried on in the building now 
being erected between the Syms & Dudley 
paper company’s mill and the Nonotuck Paper 
Co.’s mill, and which was popularly supposed 
to be designed for a stock house for the former 
company. In tbis new glazed paper manufac- 
tory both of the above-named concerns will 
have an equal interest. 

At a meeting of the Western linseed oil 
manufacturers, held at tke Grand Pacific Ho- 
tel in Chicago, it was decided to advance the 
price of oil two cents, making it 49 cents a 
gallon. There wasalso a discussion in regard 
to the Hewitt bill now before Congress, by 
which a rebate of 13 cents a bushel is given on 
linseed which is re-exported in the form of 
cakes. A committee was appointed to take 
steps towards petitioning Congress not to pass 
the bill. 


Mr. Joseph Heineman, a John street sponge 
merchant, was arrested on a Broadway car on 
Friday night on complaint of Hugh Kearns, 
the conductor, who charged him with passing a 
counterfeit silver dollar. The prisoner was 
locked up all night in the West Thirtieth street 
station house. In the Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday Mr. Heineman swore that the 
coin was genuine, and as there was no proof 
that it was not be was promptly discharged. 

Having been notified that quinine was largely 
adulterated, Dr. Cyrus Edson of the New York 
Health Department, bas been spending his 
pockct money lately buying samples from dif- 
ferent druggists for Prof. Waller to analyze. 
Nearly all his purchases were found on analy- 
sis to be adulterated some to the amount of 50 
per cent. Dr. E ison says he intends to proceed 
criminally against the dealers who supplied the 
retail druggists from whom hw obtained the 
samples. 

The demand for lime juice,caused by the war 
in Egypt, has been much in excess of previous 
years. The Hilda, which arrived at Liverpool 
Christmas Eve, bad no less than 60,000 gallons 
fromtbe Island of Montserrat, alluf which 
was consigned to Messrs. Evans, Sons & Co.,the 
sole assignees, making the unprecedented tota 
for the year of over 180,000 gallons. This extra- 
ordinary quantity is due to the demand for the 
army in Egypt, which is supplied daily with 
rations of Montserrat lime juice. 

Among the proposals for the new engines 
for the Front street pumping stations at Cin- 
cinnati, we note the Holly Manufacturing Co. 
of Lockport, N. Y., I. P. Morris & Co. of Phil- 
adelphia, the Gordon & Maxwell Co. of Hamil- 
ton, O., and Robert Wetherell & Co. ot Chester, 
Pa. The proposal of the latter hada proviso 
that they would not be liable for non-erection 
or delivery of the engines, because of riots or 
floods at Cincinnati. This concern is evidently 
not to be caught napping by any of the freaks 
of that frisky city. 

Among the new companies which filed arti- 
cles of incorporation at Albany last week was 
the Seabury & Benson corporation. The incor- 
porators are Mr. Geo. J. Seabury, L. D. Benson, 
M. D. and John L. Logan, and the object of the 
company ts stated to be the manufacturing of 
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pharmaceutical specialties. Just what are the 
intentions of the incorporators we are not in- 
formed, but thcse who know Mr. Seabury will 
rega:d his connection with the corporation as 
conclusive evidence that it is organized with 
well defined objects, and that whatever it pro- 
poses to do will be well done. 


Immediately after the firm of Wright, Gillies 
& Brother, wholesale dealers in spices, &c., fail- 
ed, about two years ago, charges were made 
that the failure was fraudulent, and suite were 
begun against the firm on the ground that just 
prior to the announcement of its insolvency it 
purchased goods which it had determined not 
to pay for. Bowie Dash charged it with hav- 
ing thus got 110 bags of coffee from him. After 
atrial lasting a week, before Judge Hawes 
and a jury in the City Court, a verdict was 
rendered in favor of Bowie Dash Thursday and 
the value of the goods was fixed at $2,000. 

It will be interesting to whale oil dealers and 
refiners to know that the Pacific Steam Whal- 
ing Co. caught about three-fifths of the total 
catch in the Arctic Ocean during the season 
just recently closed, with a fleet of six steamers 
and one gailing vessel. This company now holds 
about seven-eights of the entire stock of whale- 
bone in first hands in this country. As all the 
sperm oil from this source is taken from the 
Pacific coast, there has been no occasion for 
sending any to this market, but the Arctic Oil 
Company expects to be enabled to offer some 
another season. Mr. 8. W. Knowles is the New 
York and Boston representative. 

A gang of confidence men have been prac- 
ticing in New Rochelle, Rye and Portchester 
during the past week. They pretend to sella 
powder which destroys the explosiveness of 
kerosene, for which they charge $1 50a box. 
They offer fancy lamps and bedroom furniture 
as inducements to purchase. A family at New 
Rochelle purchased ten boxes at $150 and are 
now bemoaning the loss oftheir money. A 
gentleman at Rye took thirteen boxes and was 
to receive a fancy chandelier; he is still waiting 
forit. In Portchester a large quantity of the 
powder was sold to the factories “to prevent 
the explosiveness of kerosene.”” It turned out 
to be common galt colored, 

We clip from the Louisville Courier-Journal 
the following item, the eulogistic portion of 
which will be endorsed by the scores of houses 
through the West and Southwest with which 
the gentleman referred to has formed an ac- 
quaintance. “Mr. F. E. Jouett, a young gen- 
tleman well known on Main street from his 
connection for the past five years with the 
wholesale drug house of Arthur Peter & Co., 
has resigned his position there and leaves the city 
next week asa salesman for the Louisville As- 
phalt Varnish Company. Mr. Jouett bas first- 
rate business qualifications and is withal a clev- 
er gentleman. As the Western representative 
of this young and enterprising concern, he will 
merit a cordial reception by the trade in his 
line.”” 


The latest thing in explosives is blasting pa- 
per. Dynamite, it is claimed, is nothing to it, 
and it can be made at so small a cost that the 
present condition of the dynamiiers’ treasury 
would suffice to furnish enough of it to blow 
all England into “‘smithereens.” It isa patent 
of a Viennese by the name of Petry, and is now 
coming into use in excavating for building 
purposes. It is made of common blotting pa- 
per. The paper is coated with a hot mixture 
composed of !7 parts of yellow prussiate of pot 
ash, 17 parts of charcoal, 35 partsof refined salt 
70 parts of chlorate of potash, and 10 parts of 
wheat starch, added to 1,500 parts of water. The 
sheets are dipped in the boiling mass and dried. 
Then they are cut into strips, which are rolled 
into carts idges, and the article isready for use. 


A varnish has been invented in Germany, 
saysan exchange. for foundry patterns and 
machinery. It dries, leaving a smooth surface, 
almost as soon 0s it isapplied. It is thus pre- 
pared. Thirty pounds of shellac, ten pounds of 
Manilla copal and ten pounds of Zanzibar copal 
are placed in a vessel, which is heated exter- 
nally by steam and stirred during from four to 
gix huurs, after which 150 parte of the finest 
potato spirit are added, and the whole heated 
for four hours to sixty-seven degrees. This 
liquid is dyed by the addition of orange color, 
and can then be applied as a painton wood. 
When used for painting and glazing machivery 
it consists of thirty-five pounds of shellac, five 
pounds of Manilla copal and 150 pounds of 
spirit. 

The saltpetre beds of Nevada are to be far 
better situated for the development of their 
deposits than the nitre region of South Amer- 
ica, which is a desert entirely devoid of water 
and all vegetable life, and where the develop- 
ment can be accomplished only by surmount- 

ing many difficulties; the provisions of the 
miners have to be transported from long dis- 
tances; the water supply for all purposes is 
condensed from the ocean water and carried to 
the nitre fields, while fuel has to be procured 
from the mountains in the south of Chili. In 
Nevada, we are told, the saltpetre deposits are 
in the vicinity of a rich farming country, with 
an abundant supply of water and wood close 
at hand, and the nitre can be furnished at 
prices considerably cheaper than that for which 
the South American article can be obtained. 


The strike of the flint chimney workers has 
virtuaily resulted in a decided victory for them 
at present. Blowers’ wages have been in- 


creased from $2 a move to a rate ranging from

$2 04 to $2 50; gatherers get $1 15 a move in- 
stead of $102 formerly paid, ond the boy gets 
50 cents, same as before, There are three flint 
chimney factories, one of which, however, 
makes only very few now, being engaged in 
the manufacture of other specialties, one at 
Steubenville and one at Ravenna, O., which list 
comprises allin the West. All these factories 
are now paying the increased rate, except the 
Steubenville concern, and it is said that a strike 
has been ordered there. Paying higher wages 
than ever obtained before, as is the case now, is 
regarded as an outrage in this period of de- 
pression, but certain circumstances prevented 
the flint manufacturers from resisting the un- 
reasonable demands of the men at this junc- 
ture. 

The Joint Congressional Committee on Print- 
ing have awarded the contracts for furnishing 
the Government Printing Office with paper

of Philadelphia; cardboard, to A. G. Elliott & 
Co., Alexander Belfour and Buckley, Roighet 
& Co., Philadelphia, Woolworth & Graham and 
8. Frier & Son, of New York, and the Fairchild 
Paper Company, of Boston. 


Jamaica exports annually 6,000,000 cocoa 
nuts, of the value of $100,000. These nuts are 
chiefly exported in a green state, and are util- 
ized in the United States for making desiccated 
cocoa nut and various conserves. At the Ja- 
roaica exhibit, in New Orleans, there are shown 
the nuts in all stages, from those just forming 
to the matured state. There are also shown 
the nuts just sprouting iu the young plant up 
to cocoa nut palms several feet high. The fibre 
of the husk is exhibited in the raw state, and its 
uses iliustrated by hats, brushes, ropes, etc. 
The flesh of the nut is shown dried as “copra,” 
made into cocoa nut oil, the residual poonac or 
cocoa nut cake, and lastly in the desiccated and 
preserved state, as used in the United States. 
The small cocoa nut shells are shown made into 
ornamental cups. The timber is shown in the 
rough, as also worked into boxes and toys. 
Altogether, this exhibit of the economic pro- 
ductions of the cocoa nut palm is most com- 
plete of its kind, and it is visited by scores of 
persons, who now learn for the first time what 
the cocoa nut palm is and what are its various 
uses in the arts and sciences, 


A reporter met Mr. Robert P. Helmbold, a 
son of Dr. H. T. Helmbold, and interrogated 
him in regard toa paragraph which appeared 
in a daily paper last week. ‘The writer of the 
paragraph,” said Mr. Helmbold, “is mistaken 
in saying that my father gave his wife a sum 
of money to take care of,and afterwards re- 
fused to return him a portion of it. The only 
matter of value he gave her was given at the 
time of the marriage—a house on Fourteenth 
street and a cottage at Long Branch. And my 
mother did not ‘fly to Paris’—she went there 
with her husband and family. She had no 
money to give him; and to show that she is and 
was a faithful wife it is only necessary to say 
that she and her two sons appeared only last 
week in Philudelphia to demand his release, be- 
leiving that he was restored to health and all 
could live together again. The principal party 
opposing bis release is Dr. A. L. Helmbold,who 
bas charge of his brother’s business. When 
Dr. H.T. Helmbold returned from Paris to 
look after his business his wife went into a con- 
vent, and there is nothing that she and her sons 
desire at this time more than the old family 
relations resumed.”

Among the recent deaths in Boston, Mass., 
occurs the name of Mr. E. T. Milliken, the old- 
est whale and sperm oil manufacturer in the 
country, He wasthe senior member of the 
firm of E T. Milliken & Co., located at 61 Broad 
street, and had been indentified with the busi- 
ness for nearly half a century. For many 
years his establishment was a landmark of the 
south end of Boston, but property in that sec- 
tion becoming too valuable for manufacturing 
purposes, it was removed to less pretentious 
quarters.

Mr. Joseph Bellows, the young and popular 
buyer for the house of Tarrant & Co., of this 
city, died at bis home in Lafayette, New Jersey, 
last Tuesday, aged 34 years.

The National Transit Company is building a 
40,000 barrel iron tank at its pump station at 
Horseheads, N. Y. Recently two large tanks 
belonging to the company, and located at that 
point were burned. 


Brokers owing to the scarcity of business are 
waging war upon each other. Once brokers 
made handsome commissions, now owing toa 
want of confidence on the part of capitalists, 
they are barely making expenses. 

Stewart, Ogden and Fertig are drilling a 
wildcat well for oil, gas, or China, at New Beth- 
elem, Pa. The venture is now said to be in the 
second sand. It is almost impossible to drill 
owing to the strong pressure of gas. 


Deodorized crude petroleum as an ingredient 
in soaps Opens up a new field for that commod- 
ity, and at the same time reduces the cost of 
soap manufacture at least one-half. At least. 
so claims the inventor of this deodorizing and 
converting process. 

Dr. W. P. Book, of Bradford, Pa,, one of the 
best known producers in the oil region, was in 
the city Saturday. He had just returned from 
a trip to Washington Territory, where he owns 
extensive landed interests and stopped over in 
the city on his way to Washington. 

The New York Petroleum Exchange and

Mr. A. Smedley of 
the National Transit Company and United Pipe 
Lines, is already on the grounds surveying the 
situation. Just as soon as the output warrants 
it a line will be laid. 


Unless fifty-four members of the James 
town, N. Y., Petroleum Exchange, come to the 
front and pay in the second assessment on their 
stock, the Exchange is threatened with disso- 
lution. Jamestown has about as much use for 
an oil exchange a8 a man has for two pairs of 
legs, It will do as a curiosity, nothing more. 

The lighter Gem sprung a leak and capsized 
4t Pier 36, East River, last week, Monday, and 
2,000 cases containing cans of refined oil, be- 
longing to the Rush & Denslow Manufacturing 
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Company, drifted down the river until they 


got by the bridge. Then a myriad of small 
boats shot out from the shore ard gathered 
them in. 

The report of the Board of Commissioners of 
the Second Geological Survey of Pennsylvania 
says: **Demands have been made upon the State 
geologist for the extension of the survey in the 
oil and gas fields, which should be made. The 
value of the crude output of the oil fields of 
Pennsylvania in 1883 was $23,000,000, second only 
to the value of the coal output in the State.” 

Recently Mr. Hamilton 8. Corwin sold his 
seat in the New York Petroleum Exchangeand 
Stock Board, and accepted a responsible posi- 
tionin the auditors department of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company. He was a member of the 
Board of Directors and also of the finance 
committee.

The gold and stock indi- 
cators have been taken from the floor of the 
Petroleum Exchange and members of the 
Stock Exchange have been forbidden to com- 
municate with the Petroleum Exchange under 
penalty of expulsion from the Stock Exchange.

It is reported that oil has been found within 
two miles of East Aurora, which is 16 miles 
from Buffalo. Two months ago a well was put 
down for gas, salt, or anything that might be 
found. During the last few days much secrecy 
Las been}{maintained,and last week it was learn- 
ed that 4,650 acres, of adjoining lands bas been 
secured by 38 leases, made to Colin Scott, for 
terms ranging from 12 to 50 years. The owners 
are to receive a royalty if oil is found. East 
Aurora is 30 miles northwest frum the nearest 
oil-producing point in the Allegany fields. 


The report is becoming substantiated that 
the recently famous Mecca, (Ohio) Oil and 
Tunnel Company has gone to the wall finan- 
cially and practically. It was composed of 
New York and Pittsburg capitalists. Some 
time ago they bought, under peculiar contracts, 
several farms of Mecca people and began oper- 
ations for the noted Mecca oil on the tunnel 
plan. Fora time big stories of oil finds were 
prevalent. Now it is called a myth and the 
farmers are afraid they have been swindled, 
However that may be, the land, cut up with 
wells that tell a tale of failure, is deserted. 

Hope deferred seems to have made the hearts 
of the Heat and Light Company of Waynes- 
burg, Greene County, Pa., sick. The drill is 
still pounding and is now in another rock even 
harder than any yet tackled. No one is allowed 
about the engine house and derrick, and when 
questioned the operators do not reply with that 
peculiar suavity and softness which is said to 
turn away wrath. It is quietly talked that the 
company is about to “give it up,” as they are 
already down nearer 3,000 feet than they are 
willing to submit. Greene county is evidently 
not on the gas belt. 


Several days ago private dispatches were re- 
ceived in this city reflecting upon the solvency 
of the McCalmont Oil Company, of Bradford. 
The report became public, and in consequence 
the company began a suit for $100,000 damages 
against Mr. A. R. Pick, of the firm of Knob- 
louch & Co. Last Monday this action was dis- 
continued, the officers of the company having 
become convinced that the conduct of Mr.Pick 
in showing a dispatch, received by him in the 
regular course of his business, to a customer 
was without the slightest intention to spread a 
false rumor, and was done in entire good faith. 


One of the best maps of the Thorn Creek dis- 
trict is issued and revised weekly by Taylor & 
Torrey of Warren, Pa. Mr. F. H. Taylor is the 
statistician of the Oil City Derrick and is per- 
manently located in the field. Mr. Torrey isa 
well known oil man. One of the features of 
the map is a table giving the daily and total 
production of all the wells yet struck in the 
Thorn Creek pool, the table taking the well 
from the hour it was finished and bringing it 
up to date. It is revised weekly andis just the 
thing necessary to speculators, brokers and all 
others who are interested in following the de- 
velopments in this phenomenal pool. A dollar 
bill will purchase the map. Letters should be 
addressed to Mr. G. H. Torrey, Warren, Pa. 

Benjamin Grey, a Clarendon, Pa. blacksmith, 
used a hammer while making some repairs on 
the running gear of a torpedo shooter’s wagon. 
To his surprise a deafening explosion followed 
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the first stroke of the hammer. The wagon 
was shattered to pieces, which were thrown in 
every direction. Grey was knocked senseless 
to the ground, and so badly injured that his 
life is despaired of. The owner of the wagon 
steod several feet away, but was thrown to the 
ground. One wheel of the wagon was carried 
into a tree twenty feet distant. The explosion 
is accounted for on the theory that a quantity 
of nitro-glycerine had leaked out of a can at 
some time while being transported from the 
factory and had collected on the running gear 
ofthe wagon. The blow from the bammer 
was all that was needed to explode it. 


Hon. A. C. Robertson of Pittsburg, has intro- 
duced in the Pennsylvania legislature a bill 
prohibiting speculation in stocks of corpora- 
tions, necessaries of life, and commodities of 
commerce under and by the term dealing in 
margins, It makes unlawful the marginal 
speculation of railroad, mining and other 
stocks, oil, wheat, rye, corn, oats, pork and 
other articles. It makes unlawful, also, the 
renting of rooms of buildings for such purpo- 
ses. Under that clause the city of Pittsburg 
will be held accountable for renting out old 
City Hallas an oilexchange. The second sec- 
tion is almost the same words of the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, pronouncing 
dealing in margins pure gambling transactions. 
For violation of either of the above, a fine of 
$500 or imprisonment of one year is provided. 


The oil craze is raging fiercely in the vicinity 
of Freeport, Pa. Certain oil men claim that 
the belt runs southeast from Thorn Creek and 
passes just a few miles north of Freeport. Oil 
men from all over the country have been leas- 
ing allthe farms on that line through Butler 
and Armstrong counties. Out in Clinton and 
Buffalo townships in Butlcr county, all theland 
has been leased and many are payi'ig a good 
bonus. Reports come from South Buffalo 
township, Armstrong county, to the sameef- 
fect, with no more property to lease. A rig is 
being built near Slatelick where a test will be 
made soon, and a party of ten from Freeport 
will begin on their lease soon at the mouth of 
Little Buffalo creek. Their intention is to go 
downto a depth of 3000 feet and to makea 
thorough test, as all claim that it is deep there. 
The well at Kelly’s station on the Allegheny 
Valley railroad, is down 1500 feet. It is on the 
sand line and alleyesare turned to that as atest, 


An important suit, full of law points, is on 
trial before Judge White at Pittsburg. The 
plaintiffs to the suit are Ward, Frew & Co, and 
the defendant Captain A. D. Miller. a Pittsburg 
oil refiner. The case 1s an action in replevin to 
recover 8,000 barrels of oil, valued at $10,000, 
with interest from December, 1874, making in 
all about $16,000. The factsare as follows: In 
December, 1874, Waring Rros., of Pittsburg, 
and the same firm of Philadelphia. asked Cap- 
tain Miller to secure them a loan of $30,000. Mil- 
ler arranged with the First National Bank of 
Philadelphia to get the money, offering collat- 
eral security. Miller turned over the receipts 
of the security to Charles Lockhart, the bank’s 
agent in Pittsburg. The Philadelpbia bank had 
meanwhile assigned $10 000 worth of the secu- 
rity to Ward, Frew & Co. Waring Bros. after- 
ward failed, and suit bas consequently been 
brought by Ward, Frew & Co. to recover the 
money from Captain Miller. Able attorneys 
have been employed, and a bitter fight will be 
made by both sides for victory. 

The naphtha trade from Batoum has made 
another move, following on the convention 
for cheap delivery from Baku, A company 
bas been formed at Smyrna to erect tanks and 
reservoirs to bold 10,000 tons, and to makeita 
depot for refining and dispatching petroleum 
to Turkey, Greece, Egypt, &c. The company 
will also provide tank-vessels to carry the raw 
material in bulk from Batoum to Smyrna. 
These steamers are ordered in Sweden, are to 
be the same as those now used on the Caspian, 
and will be ready in June. Some of the naph- 
tha wells, says the London Ironmonger, yield 
enormous quantities of material, and one gets 
amazed at the figures. One fountain, which 
began flowing in May, 1882, has continued ever 
since, and has by the books of the proprietors 
given over 5,000 poods per day, and duringa 
little «ver 700 days delivered 3,500,000 poods, or 
14,900 gallons of raw naphtha. In June, 1884, 
the pipes seemed to choke, and new pipes were 
driven, when the naphtha rose to 42 feet high, 
and the flow now goes to about 8,C00 poods, or 
82,000 gallons per day. 

The path of the oil region newspaper at this 
time is not strewn with roses. Collections are 
slow ard painful. Some people can afford at 
all times to pay for drinks, but when it comes 
to anteing up for the local paper they generally 
want to drop out of the game. The Bradford 
Era now publishes at the head of its local col- 
umns, the following unique and pertinent 
notice, which ought to result in a flow of 
money into its treasury: “If you do not receive 
Tae Era this morning, but have to read your 
neighbor’s you will understand the reason why. 
We have vainly tried to meet you more than 
half way at our cost, annoyance and embar- 
rassment Ourmen want, they always bave 
received, and we intend they shallin the future, 
their week's wages every Saturday night. We 
cannot pay them by promises from you, us 
you fail to connect. We havea large amount 
due us from subseribers and if not paid by 
February Ist, 1885, we shall place the same in 
the hands of an attorneyfor collection. We 
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sives, but we want money due us.—W. F. Jon- 
DAN & Co.” 

The annual meeting of the Associated Pro- 
ducers’ Company was held at Bradford, Pa., 
Jan. 22d. The attendance was large and con- 
siderable enthusiasm was manifested. The 
object of this association is to secure and con- 
trol as far as possible oil properties of such 
proportions, as willenable it to drill fewer 
wells and thus drain more stowly the product 
from the bowels of theearth. Hitherto there 
has been a mad scramble on all sides to push the 
drill. Since the Producers Association was or- 
ganized, however, things have changed. Large 
blocks of territory in McKean and Butler 
counties have been purchased and the produc- 
tion of those districts materially curtailed. 
The Associaticn is doing all thatit possibly 
can to better the condition of the trade by 
securing better prices for the product, and is 
of the opinion that the relative position of pro- 
duction and consumption warrants the move- 
ment, and hopesin time to see its cherished 
hopes fully realized. The following Board of 
Directors was unaminously re-elected: Geo. V. 
Forman, H. L. Taylor, J. J.Vandergrift, Henry 
Fisher, John L. McKinney, John Satterfield, 
W. J. Young, J. T. Jones, David Kirk and W. 
H, Johnson. It is expected that Geo. V. 
Forman, of Olean, N. Y., will be re-elected 
president and manager, and W. L. Johnson, of 
Ruffalo, secretary and treasurer. 


Leslieville, an eastern suburb of Toronto, is 
excited over the discovery of a well of natural 
gas which, from present indications, will prove 
valuable for commercial purposes, For some 
years the residents have at various times found 
their well water impregnated with gas, and 
have made various experiments, but have never 
made any systematic boring for gas. Some time 
ago James Best,in boring for water, wenta 
few feet lower than had been customary and 
struck a vein of natural gas which, upon a 
match being applied, burned fiercely for some 
hours. A eompany was formed and operations 
commenced with the most encouraging results, 
An engine was fitted upand the work of boring 
commenced under the superintendence of Mr. 
Downey, a practical gas engineer from Pitts- 
burg, Penn. Last Friday, ata depth of forty 
feet, a gravel and stone bea was struck, and the 
rush of gas being very strong, a five-inch main 
was put down and a 30-candle power burner 
attached. The light given was strong and bright, 
and experts who were present are confident 
that they have struck a well of great value. 
Tbe company has sent to Pittsburg for testing 
apparatus, to determine the value of the well. 
The result of the experiment has caused a boom 
in the company’s stock and owners of land in 

he neighborhood are holding it at greatly ad- 
vanced prices. 

The Birmingham (Ala.) Age has found a man 
named Eggleston who lives eleven miles north 
of that city and a well-known citizen, 42 years 
of age, who cannot live without drinking coal 
oil habitually as a drunkard does alcoholic 
liquors. He says: “My name isGeorge Eggles- 
ton. I was born in Mobile county, Ala., in 
August, 1842, When quite a boy I suffereda 
great deal with tonsilitis and other diseases of 
the throat. Kerogeene oil was recommended as 
a cure, and consequently I was dosed with ker- 
osene. Aslong as I took the oil I was appar- 
ently well, and so I continued to take it for a 
number of years. The first time that I knew 
that 1 wasthe victim of an almost incurable 
habit was when I was sent off toa boarding 
school. After three days at the place I felt as 
if there was something wanting. I became 
restless, lost my appetite, and could not sleep. 
I saw a servant filling a lamp, and all at once a 
terrible thirst for a drink of the oil took pos- 
session of me, and I at once obtained it and 
that night slept soundly. That settled me. 
Since that night I have taken my dose of kero- 
sene oil as regularly as a drunkard drinks his 
whisky, and I can’t do without it.” This may 
be a pointer to those who are devising ways 
and means of increasing the home consump- 
tion of the product. It is certified that Mr. 
Eggleston is as healthy a looking manas one 
would wish to see, and so far as appearances 
0, his queer taste has caused him ao incon- 
venience. 


The supervisors of Richmond county have 
been ina peck of trouble for the last eight 
months over the wrecking on the shores of 
Staten Island of the bark Margaretta. While 
the vessel was lying loaded with oil at the 
Standard Oil Company’s wharf at Constable 
Hook, N, J.,a pet monkey which was chained 
on deck caught a lamp which one of the crew 
left within reach and slammed it on the deck, 
The oily planks were at once ignited and the 
whole ship was afire in a fewminutes. The 
hawesers were cut. The burning craft drifted 
across the Kill Von Kull to the Staten Island 
shore andsank. The Pilot Commissioners or- 
dered the Richmond county supervisors to 
raise the wreck. When the latter attempted to 
do so they found wreckers stripping the hull. 
The wreckers were arrested. This resulted in 
asuit for false imprisonment and a claim for 
heavy damages against the supervisors. Then 
a wrecker and crew was engaged to remove the 
worthless hull, He offered to do the work for 
$1,400, or take $100 per day. A bargain was 
made at $100 per diem. The days ran into 
weeks and months. The wrecker—Low, by 
name—put in a bill for $6.500. He said then he 
had kiiocked off eleven days work. The old 
hull was sold for $400. The supervisors, a few 
days ago, audited the wrecker’s bill at $5,000 





but he refused the sum and threatened to sue 
for the full amount. With the costs of litiga- 
tion and wreckage fees the stranded craft will 
prohably cost Richmond county about $10,000 
before the supervisurs are rid of her. 

When the oil gave out in the Pithole region, 
twenty years ago,and a city of 15,000 was 
deserted within a week and left to become a 
heap of ruins, one of the splendid hotels that 
had been built in the place, the Duncan House, 
was purchased by Oil City parties and removed 
to that city. For years it was the principal 
hotel in the oil regions. Others more modern 
and of greater capacity were subsequently 
built, and the once famous Duncan House was 
finally abandoned. It went to ruin. It was 
recently ordered to be torn down, and the last 
elic of the palmy days of Pithole has been sold 
for firewood. The house was originally built 
by C. B. Duncan, a Scotch oil speculartor. 
It cost $40,000. Duncan, in the fall of 
1864, before any oil had been found on 
Pithole Creek, invested $6,150, every cent 
borrowed; in a one-quarter interest in 
the Holmden farm. A wildcat oil company 
was putting down a well on land that it had 
leased in one coruer of the farm, No one in- 
terested in the land had any faith in its value 
as oil territory. They were putting it onthe 
market on its prospects. The wildcat well 
struck oilin November, and the region went 
wild, Duncan and one of his partners were in 
Philadelphia when the news of the strike 
reached them, They were in the act of closing 
a sale of their property for $100,000 A day 
later they sold one-sixteenth of it for $125,000. 
Duncan sold his interest in the land for $1,000,- 
000 and returned to Scotland. In less than six 
months after he went away the collapse came 
that ruined Pithole. Duncan never heard of 
the great downfall of the place. Besides the 
hotel, he had built a $25,000 Presbyterian 
churchin Pithole. He died in 1868 and left 
$25,000 to this church, The foundation stones, 
hidden by briers and underbrush, were all that 
was left of the church then. No one repre- 
senting it could be found, and the $25,000 re- 
verted to the estate. Duncan’s partners, the 
Prather brothers, who had been poor country 
store keepers, left Pithole with $3,000,000 each. 
They all died bankrupt, owing to bad invest- 
ments and speculation. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


False Charges against Two Drug 
Houses. 

One of the New York evening papers last 
Wednesday published*an exclusive dispatch 
from Washington, stating that information had 
been lodged with the Chief of the Special 
Agents charging W. H. Schieffelin & Co. and E. 
Fougera & Co., of this city, with fraudulently 
entering and undervaluing French patent 
medicines and passing them through the Cus- 
tom House at 25 per cent less than the lawful 
duty. It was further stated that the loss to the 
Government amounted to between two and 
three million dollars. Inquiry at the Custom 
House failed to elicit any information in re- 
gard tothe matter. Neither the Collector nor 
the Special Agents had heard anytbing about it. 
They branded,the story as a villainous canard, 
It looked like an effort on the part of some 
enemy in the Custom’s service to injure the 
reputation of the two houses for the active 
part taken in assisting to ferret out thefts in 
the public stores, 

Mr. Wm. R. Woodward, of the house of E. 
Fougera & Co., was interviewed and said 
that the published report bad no foundation in 
fact. **There isa difference of opinion existing,” 
he said, “between the Government and the 
house, as to whether certain goods should pay 
duty as medicinal preparations or proprietary 
medicines. They were classified as medicinal 
under the old law, and the firm continued to 
pay a duty of 40 per cent without any ques- 
tion. Under the new tariff law, which went 
into force in July, 1883, the duty on medicinal 
preparations was reduced to 25 per cent, and of 
course our goods were still to be considered 
under that head, andthe Government was sat- 
isfied to receive that amount from us until last 
June, when we were required to pay 50 per cent 
and have been doing so ever since, under pro- 
test. Tbe appraiser claimed that the goods 
should be classed as proprietary medicines, 
notwithstanding the fact that they are non- 
secret and have the contents printed on the 
labels. Last September your paper gave a de- 
cision delivered by Assistant Secretary French 
in January, 1883, to the effect that certain arti- 
cles may be medicinal preparations, but in no 
sense proprietary articles, as they are not man- 
ufactured from a secret formula. The differ- 
ence of opinion is really on the standard 
authority of L’ oficine, the French publication, 
which is recognized and adopted abroad the 
same as the U. 8. Dispensatory is here, and the 
French Codex has as much importance attached 
to it as the Pharmacopcea. The Government 
officials dispute the authority ofthe French 
works,and argue that they are not published by 
this Government. Neither isthe U. S Dispen- 
satory, which is gotten out by a private firm. 
Because the book is branded ‘U. 8.’ is no evi- 
dence that it is the official document of Uncle 
Sau. That is about the state of the case. 
There has been no fraud or collusion hinted at, 
much less the filing of a charge or complaint. 
The amount of money is not large, even if the 
new ruling should be sustained. We expect a 
decision soon.”’ 











Messrs, W. H Schieffelin & Co, informed the 
representative of the REPORTER that the 
charge against them was rendered most absurd 
by the fact that they did not import French 
patent medicines. In spite of its absurdity, 
however, they could not help feeling indignant 
at this malicious attempt to cast a shadow of 
doubt upon their integrity. The denial by seo- 
retary of thetreasury, MoCullough, which was 
telegraphed from Washington by the Associat- 
ed Press, was conclusive evidence to those who 
desired any evidence, that the firm had not 
been charged by the Government with any at- 
tempt atevasion of duties, and that no such 
charge had ever been lodyed with the govern- 
ment, or any official, by an outsider. The 
charge as published was, therefore, a falsehood 
for which there was not the slighest foundation 
in fact. The members of the firm believe they 
know who originated the charge, and think 
they can understand its motive. Its failure to 
injure them, however, will probably not pre- 
vent them from prosecuting a diligent effort to 
expose the author and bring upon him and bis 
malicious abettors whatever punishment the 
law prescribes for their offense. 

The Philadelphia Drng Exchange. 


At the annual meeting of the Philadelphia 
Drug Exchange, held Tuesday afternoon, the 
managers presented their annual _ report. 
Eulogistic reference is first made to members 
who died during the past year. Attention is 
next called to the subject of alleged discrimin- 
ation in freight in favor of New York on the 
part of the railroads having their principal of- 
fices in this city. On this point the report says: 
“These are important matters, and press them- 
selves strongly upon our attention, and they 
appeal to every member to agitate and to resist 
as far as he may be able the injustice, for 
only by agitation can this gigantic evil be 
remedied.” 

In regard to the depression in business, both 
in Europe and this country, the managers take 
occasion to remark: “Without entering intoa 
discussion of the subject,and restricting our re- 
marks to the present condition of the wholesale 
drug trade, it may be safely stated that the re- 
turns are far from being up to the full measure 
of compensation for the labor, risk, intelligence 
and capital required. We cannot name any 
mercantile pursuit bound up by more care, 
anxiety and close application, none calling for 
more intelligence and associated with more re- 
sponsibility.” 

‘The report recommends consideration of the 
“free box and cartage” plan and the appvint- 
ment of a committee to confer with the Na- 
tional Wholesale Drug Association on the sub- 
ject; condemns the manner of legislating on 
commercial treaties as being irregular; and re- 
fers to tne present rate on distilled spirits as 
being excessive and demoralizing in its ten- 
dency. In regard to the last subject the report 
says: “Aside from medicinal preparations, it 
may be well to remind you that alcohol enters 
largely into the preparation or composition of 
avast variety of chemicals, cosmetics, per- 
fumeries and similar articles, whose cest is 
enhanced by high- priced alcohol, so as virtual- 
ly to exclude them from foreign consumption 
and, by so far, aiding in annibilating oui feeble 
foreign commerce. Sothat, while we have un- 
limited resorces for the production of these 
articles, through our boundless sources of sup- 
ply of pure alcohol, and thus should produce 
them at a price which would defy foreign com- 
petition, this suicidal tax virtually trampl2s 
our mutual arivantage under foot and throttles 
the entire industry.” 

The report recommends that the annual dues 
be increased. The treasurer’s report shows 
that the expenses for 1884 were $1,046 54 ° nd the 
income $945 88, leaving a deficiency of $111 66 
which was made upby a few members, The 
following officers were elected; President, H.C. 
Melivaine; vice-president, Dr. H. V. Mattison; 
treasurer, C. H. Hance, and secretary, W. Gul- 
ager.

Legal Decisions. 


Where,by reason of the failure on the part of 
a telegraph company to deliver a message 
directed to a ship broker, he lost a contract by 
which he would have made certain commis- 
sions had the message been promptly deliv- 
ered, the Supreme Court of Georgia held that a 
recovery of the amount of such commissions 
wus not too remote or speculative a measure of 
damages. Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany vs. Fatman, decided on the 6th inst. 

A uete made on Sunday and valid by the law 
of the state where made will be enforced by 
the courts of another state by the laws of 
which such contract would be void, according 
to the decision of the Supreme Court of Arkan- 
sas in the case of Swann vs. Swann, reported in 
the Albany Law Journal. 

Where a partner bas retained the right to 
dissolve a partnership at bis pleasure, and ona 
given day orders the books to be balanced for 
the purpose of ascertaining the interest of the 
retiring partner, but on the completion of that 
work fails and neglects to pay the sum thus 
found to be due,and the retiring partner re- 
mains in daily attendance, and does in the bus- 
iness of the firm precisely what he bad always 
done without remonstrance or complaint of the 
dissolving partner, the partnership will be held 
to have continued until the latter has abandon- 





ed his position or has been driven from it, or 

he former has done some overt act signifying 
that the dissolution has already taken place. So 
held by the Supreme Court of Louisiana in the 
case of Oteri vs. Oteri, decided recently.

In conclusion, the rv, ort says: The 
shipper selects a transportation line on the 
faith of the advantages which it claims over 
others, and diversions therefrom should be 
prohibited. Bills of lading should definitely fix 
the responsibility for loss or damage, If the 
pooling system cannot be conducted without 
the diversions, uncertain liability and other 
iniquitus which now characterize it, it should 
be abandoned, and finally if the rights of the 
merchant cannot be properly enforced and his 
wrongs redressed under existing law, others 
should be enacted.

There has been a moderate business doing dur- 
ing the week, and the opening daysof the 
month show some encouragement for the hope 
that there is to be a fair measure of business as 
the Spring season draws near. There has been 
some activity in Paris green in the way of con- 
tracts. In lead and its products a fair trade 
has been done, but in spite of continued firm- 
ness in the pig metal all the products are ir- 
regular in price and show no prospect of ad 
vancing unless it Jies in the efforts that are 
now making to bring about a national organiza- 
tion. 
White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The pig Jead market opened rather quiet fol- 
lowing our last report at 3 67}4@370c, with 
sales of 500 tons within tne range. On Satur- 
day the market assumed a stronger tone and 
further sales of 300 tons were reported at 4 70c, 
The market closes firm at 37244@3 75e for fu- 
ture delivery with 370c re*used for refined, 
though a few small parcels of common might 
still be procured at 370c, The sales making are 
for the most part to meet current wants of con- 
sumers, the market being devoid of a single 
speculative feature. Messrs. John Whal & Co, 
of St. Louis, say:— ‘Our market still retains 
the features that have cbaracterized it during 
the past weeks, Our market is strong but 
dull, holders being firm, but buyers are scarce. 
Refined lead is held at 350c, but the best bids 
are not over 345c. Common is nominally 
8 45c,”” The Chicago market is also quiet, but 
little doing, as the intensely cold weather has 
stopped trade. 

Whice lead is wholly unchanged, prices in 
this market ranging from 514@5 60c net, as to 
brand and quantity, It is reported that West- 
ern and middle district brands are offered 
through the State at 5@5%gc net, and prices 
everywhere are still very badly demoralized. 
Two meetings have been held here by the East- 
ern corroders during the week for the purpose 
of considering another basis of organization, 
and while very little has been accomplished, 
the idea is not abandoned and it is possible that 
an association may result. The harinonizing 
of conflicting views and interests is, however, 
a very difficult task, and nothing but the thor- 
oughly unprofitable condition of the business 
is likely to bring corroders together, 

Zines are steady, with a moderate business. 
Domestic rules from 344@4c, while French is 
firmly held at the schedule rates.

REDS. 

There has been a fair consumptive demand 
for this season of the year for the various 
grades of English venetian red during the 
past week,arrivals continue to come freely for- 
ward, thus giving ample stocks for current 
wants. Sales are reported of 200bbis of the 
various brands at prices ranging from 105@ 
1 20c as to brand and quantity; also 75 bbls of 
Cookson’s at 1 35@1 40c as to quantity. Domestic 
makes are steady as regards values, though no 
marked activity is noticeable, it being rather 
early for the usual spring demand, though sev- 
eral inquiries have beea in the market during 
ghe week. 

Quicksilver verm ilion of the various grades 
is meeting with the usual jobbing demand. 
Prices continue steady and unchanged, even 
though the crude material keeps up so high. 
For the present the combination are quoting 
55c for bulk and 56c for bags, less one per cent. 

The demand for both red lead and litharge 
has been light since our last report. Consumers 
are only taking such quantities as current 
wants may require, which are obtainable at 
prices within the range quoted by the combi- 
nation.

WINDOW GLASS 

There has been no radical change in the con- 
dition of the general market since our last re- 
view, the continued stormy weather has had 
more or less effect upon the general trade. 
There has only been a moderate demand for 
French glass,as the present unsettled condition 
of discounts hasa tendency to restrict business, 
buyers are negotiating with caution in the pre- 
sent state of affairs. At present the discounts 
are 70 to 70and10 per cent for both singleand 
double thick. The receipts are ample for pre- 
sent requirements with shipments coming for- 
ward with less freedom. There has been a little 
more activity in American window glass dur- 
ing the week, but not enough to give sellers an 
advantage with ample quantity, and a continu- 
ed accumulation of stocks seeking sales, there 
is a continued noticeable want of strength 
to the market. Even though several 
factories have already shut sown for an 
indefinite period values are only nomi- 
nal with single thick quoted at 75 and double 
at 75 and 16 per cent for car load lots, while 
forasmaller quantity the usual advance is 
asked. Reports from Philadelphia, say: “Win- 
dow glass has rather a better demand. Some 
very large contracts could be made gt present 
at very low figures, but the manuracturers, 
who can do 60, are disposed to hold their stock 
rather than make much ofa sacrifice.” Trade 
in Pittsburg is very backward and rendered 
more so by the cold and stormy weather that 
has recently been prevailing in that section of 
the country. Stocks are ample with prices 
weak and unsettled. At a recent meeting of 
the local window glass manufacturers, the 
question of u shut down was discussed, but no 
decision was reached, it being left in the hands 
of a committee who will take such action as 
they think best. 

PLATE GLASS. 

There is no change in the position of either 
the French or English plate glass since our last 
review. There has, however, been rather more 
inquiry for invoices for delivery during the 
next sixty days. Stocks for some grades are 
light tor which full prices are demanded while 
of other grades they are ample for present re- 
quirements. We quote 50 and 10 per cent for 
the usual grades. American plate is meeting 
with a fair jobbing demand though no marked 
activity is noticeable. Stocks are light for 
prompt delivery, the bulk of the business how- 
ever is for parcels for delivery later on. Dis- 
counts remain steady at 50 and 10 per cent and 
for a round lot an extra 5 per cent is allowed.

American and Russian Petroleum in 
Germany. 


A correspondent of Bradstreet’s writing from 
Berlin, under date of January 5th, says: Dur- 
ing the whole of the past year, especially the 
Jatter half, we found, at short intervals, in 
German newspapers more or less extensive 
reports concerning the increasing production 
of petroleum near Baku, in the Caucasus, the 
increased means for transporting the oil, and 
the extension of the market for this product 
beyond the boundary of the Russian empire. 
Such reports might suggest that Germany was 
flooded with Russian petroleum, Many, hear- 
ing of the quantities of Russian oil arriving by 
rail at Eydkubuen, on the Russo-Prussian 


frontier, or by ships at Koenigsberg, Dantzick, 
Stettin, on the Baltic, and Bremen and Ham- 
burg, on the German ocean, might be induced 
to believe Germans were extensively using 
Russian oil, and that this explained its extra- 
ordinary cheapness. Inhabitants of Berlin in 
particular, caring little for statistics, might 
have been convinced that American petroleum 
had been supplanted by the Russian product, 
inasmuch as for some months past in one of 
our most frequented streets a shining brass 
plate has proclaimed the existence of a Ger- 
man-Russian naphtha company. 

The German government has published the 
import statistics from January 1 to November 
30, 1884, according to which 7,851,328 cwt. against 
8,371,264 cwt. of petroleum during the same 
period of 1883, from all sources, have been in- 
troduced into the German empire. From Rus- 
sia, but 123,878 cwt., or abont 1.6 per cent. of 
the whole. After subtracting tne Russian 
import the remains, consisting of 7,727,450 cwt., 
comes almost exclusively, directly or indirect- 
ly, from the United States. The publication of 
statistics for December are not likely materi- 
ally to affect this proportion. The different 
reports of the arrival of Russian petroleum 
into Germany seem to have been made accord- 
ing tothe method of clever stage managers 
who make a numerous army appear on the 
stage by introducing over and over again the 
same column of fitty men. 

Up to the present time reports do not war- 
rant a belief that Russian oil has found in 
Austro-Hungary a better market;than in Ger- 
many. 

The publications {of the Austro-Hungarian 
government, which state the source and route 
of the product, only go as far as the close of 
1883. According to these the imports of petro- 
leum into the Austro-Hungarian empire were‘

For 1884 the Austro-Hungarian commercial 
reports from January 1 to October 31 show that 
the importations of petroleum to jthe Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy was 1,062,624 cwt. Sup- 
posing last year’s supply from Russia has in- 
creased five-fold compared with 1883, it would 
be only a trifie more than 200,000 cwt., a quan- 
ty equal to that which, according to the esti- 
mate of the Russian naphtha company in Ber- 
lin, has been imported from Russia into Ger- 
many during the year 1884 entire. 

The Transcaucasian railway from Baku to 

Batoum on the Black Sea, which has been 
built especially for the transport of Caucasian 
petroleum to European markets, has not as yet 
fulfilled itsaim. An Antwerp house a short 
time ago chartered a ship to Batoum solely for 
the transport of Caucasian petroleum.The head 
of the firm was in {Berlin the other day and 
complained that the ship bad been waiting for 
weeks and would have to return unsuccessful 
because the Transcaucasian Railway had not 
sufficient facilities for the transport of petro- 
troleum. My informant, who has vested inter- 
est in the Russian oil trade in Germany, states 
that the lethargy and slowness in business of 
the Russians is difficult to conquer. To this i« 
to be added the corruptibility of officials, from 
the highest to the lowest, and the corruption 
of all who are occupied in the management and 
supply of the railway materials. But the gen- 
tleman agrees with all those well acquainted 
with the Caucasus, that the petroleum springs 
are, so to say.inexbaustible,and the product, as 
far as quality and ccst are concerned, could 
very well compete with the American oil in all 
European markets. But in his opinion the 
time when Russia will be an equal rivalail over 
Europe is still distant.£In Russia herself, where 
the Caucasian oil is transported from Baku on 
the Caspian sea to Astrachan ard thence up 
the Volga, the American petroleum seems to 
be quite supplanted. That newly appreciated 
book, “The Economical Resources of Russia 
and their Importance, Present and Future,” by 
Friedrich Matthai (Dresden, 1883-85), contains 
tables showing the production, importation 
and consumption of petroleum in Russia for 
1872-80 as follows:

While in 1872 68.3 per cent. of the mineral oil 
used in hussia had to be imported from abroad, 
and, whereas, in 1875 still more oil had to be 





imported than was produced in Russia, this 
proportion has been entirely inverted since 
1876, and in 1880, 85 per cent, of the petroleum 
used in Russia was the home product, Aoce 





ing to Nobel Brothers’ reports they shipped 
from May 1 to end of October, 1884, 9,800,000 
puds. Now, this house is said to produce 55 
per cent of the total produced in the Caucasus, 
which therefore would amount to about 16,000,- 
000 puds. Subtracting about 1,500,000 puds 
which might have been exported, there would 
have been left to home consumption 14,500,000 
puds. Even if the consumption should have 
increased in the years 1881 to 1884 at about the 
same rate as from 1870 to 1880, namely, 1,500,000 
puds yearly, the 14,500,000 puds would suffice 
for home use. Of course we must suppose the 
reports of Nobel Brothers to be correct, but 
even should the numbers have been quoted 
rather high, it is evident that the Caucasian 
product is sufficient for home consumption. 


Asalready mentioned in Bradstreet’s of De- 
cember 20, the German Chancellor has laid a 
bill before the Bundesrath tu tax the barrels in 
which American petroleum is imported hence- 
forth separately, namely, as coopers’ ware, at 
5 marks ($1.25) percwt. By such a taxation the 
American petroleum will be rendered 50 pfen- 
nige (1244c) per cwt. dearer compared to the 
Russian, which arrives by water and rail in 
iron tanks. The ship-owners on the Baltic and 
the German ocean whose interest is deeply in- 
volved in the transport of American petroleum 
have therefore raised complaints against this 
The Bundesrath has not yet declared its decis- 
ion. Anarticlein the Norddeutsche Allgemine 
Zeitung, the Chancellor’s paper, of the 3d inst 
admits of no doubt that the shipowners’ pro- 
test will not be taken into consideration. For 
the newspaper comforts the shipowners by tell- 
ing them their ships can fetch petroleum from 
the east coast of the Blaek sea quite as profit- 
ably as from American harbors. But for the 
present, as above stated, there is scarcely any- 
thing to fetch from Batoum. If as the semi- 
official newspaper adds, it is for the benefit of 
the German consumer to create competition 
for American petroleum, which hitherto has 
had a sort of monopoly in the world’s market, 
it is difficult to understand what advantage the 
German consumer is to have by making the 
product of the one—America—dearer by the 
proposed taxation. One does not understand 
why things are not left to their natural devel- 
opment, and why both sources, the American 
and the Russian, are not treated alike, One is 
induced to suppose that last year’s meeting of 
the three emperors in Skierniewice, exerts an 
influence upon the commercial policy of the

History of the American WhaSe 
Fishery. 


F. C. SANFORD IN FISH COMMISSLONERS’ ANNUAL 
REPORT. 

ltis not my purpose to go back to the time 
when whaling was first carried on by the Bis- 
cayans, or speak particularly of a later period 
when England and Holland were engaged ln 
the business, 1598-1611. At this time the Dutch 
sent 133 whalers to Spitzbergen, and up to 1782 
had captured 33,000 Greenland whales, whose 
money value was computed at $100,000,000. 
These notes have reference to a still later 
period, relating more especially to the business 
as carried on in our own country,commencing, 
perhaps, with the time of John Smith, of Poca- 
hontas memory, when whales were captured 
along the coast of Maine,the undertaking being 
attended with great difficulty. Of these voy- 
ages there is comparatively little known. In 
1670, William Hamilton succeeded in taking the 
first spermaceti whale off Nantucket, and from 
that time for nearly 200 years Nantucket suc- 
cessfully pursued the business. It had in- 
creased to such dimensions in this and other 
towns in the State that, ina little over a hun- 
dred years, about 1775, Mr. Jefferson made an 
elaborate report to Congress upon the whale 
fishery of Massachusetts, and commended it as 
an enterprise worthy of the fostering care of 
the Government as a nucleus for American 
seamen alone. See “Pitkin’s Reports.” 

In 1783 a number of our people, entertaining 
an idea that the island would not support its 
increasing population, purchased, with others 
from Providence and Newport, R. I., and Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard, of Peter Hogeboon, Jr., and 
others. what was then known as Claverack 
Landing, above New York on the Hudson 
River. The name was changed to “Hudson” 
the succeeding year. Soon after the settle- 
ment of Hudson the business of whaling and 
sealing upon Chili was commenced, but it was 
unsuccessful from the start and was soon 
abandoned. In 1817 the city of New York had 
a hand in the game. Previous to that time 
Thomas Hazard had operated from New Bed- 
ford, and associated himself with Jacob Bar- 
ker, his son-in-law, sending out the ships Eliza 
Barker and Diana, followed soon after by the 
William Tell, Mobile, Trident and others. Jacob 
Barker sent many of his own ships also, always 
with Nantucket commanders. The business 
was carried on but a very short time, and the 
ships were sold to New Bedford. 

The whaling from Sag Harbor was com- 
menced with small vessels soon after the Amer- 
ican Revolution. Again in 1815, after peace 
with England, the business was renewed with 
ships of 300 tons, which were built, or bought 
new. Capt. Stepben Skinner, of the ship In- 
dian Chief, and others of the Nantucket com- 
manders were engaged for these important en- 
terprises. The voyages were usually crowned 
with success. From small beginnings Sag Har- 
bor became a great center for whaling, and she 
maintained a successful fleet, both in the sperm 


and right whale fishery, until the “gold fever’ 
developed itself in 1848. 

In 1805 New London sent the ship Dauphin, 
Capt. Laban Williams, to Brazil Banks, and ob- 
tained a small voyage. This may be considered 
the commencement of whaling here. They 
purchased the ship Leonidas, and both ships 
arrived with full cargoes of whale oil, one 
having about 700 barrels and the other 1,050. 
The ship Lydia was then purchased. All the 
ships came home full in 1808, the first with 900 
barrels of whale oil, the second with 1,000 and 
the third with 1,200. They were then sold to 
other ports and not much more was done until 
1821, when they commenced anew by fitting out 
the ship Carrier for the Pacific Ocean. She re- 
turned in 1823 with 2,074 barrels of sperm oil, 
having been absent 28 months. From this date 
the merchants of New London put forth all 
their energies and the town became the third 
whaling port in the United States. 

The ship Thames sailed in October, 1822, from 
New Haven for the Pacific Ocean. The ship 
Helena, Capt. Naiah Coffin, of Nantucket, also 
sailed from Mew Haven for the Pacific. Both 
ships came home with full cargoes of sperm oil 
from the coast of Japan, but oil was worth only 
38 cents per gallon and the ships were sold to 
Sag Harbor. 

Providence, R. I., merchants added afew 
ships to the sperm whaling grounds and also to 
the Arctic fleet, among them the Liverpool 
packet ship South America, the ship Brutus, 
ete. 

In 1820 Newport. R. L., fitted out her first 
whale ships, Frederick Augustus and Robinson 
Potter. Theseships went tothe Pacific Ocean 
and in due time returned filled with sperm oil. 
From this beginning sprang quite a numerous 
fleet of sperm whalers, which was maintained 
until the decline of whaling in 1850. 


As early as the year 1755 New Bedford had a 
sloop or two engaged in whaling, and between 
that and 1765 two or three more were fitted out 
from Dartmouth, as New Bedford was then 
called. In 1791 the ship Rebecca, Captain Hal- 
sey, was sent into the Pacific. In 179% the 
Rotches and Rodmans, having left their island 
home and selected New Bedford as their future 
abiding place, employed a number of ships 
independent of their French fishery; butit was 
not until 1820 that the business assumed any 
great proportions. In that year the whale 
fishery was taken up and prosecuted with great 
spirit, the influx of new elements, both in 
ownership and masters, not only from Nan- 
tucket,but every part of New England, adding 
greatly tothe movement. After 1830 the great 
and brilliant voyages gained in the Pacific 
Ocean, gave to New Bedford a period of suc- 
cess, made it a tower of strength, and secured 
for its merchants a reputation not easily at- 
tained at the present day. New Bedford still 
pursues the business with considerable vigor 
in every part of the globe where it has been 
found remunerative. 

Boston, in 1820, fitted out for the Pacific 
Ocean the ships Cadmus, Nathaniel ©. Cary, 
Beverly, Elias Suley, Hope, Jethro Coffin, 
Palladium, Alexander Macy, ali the captains 
being Nantucket men. These ships all filled 
with sperm oil and returned to Boston. Oil 
commanding but 33 cents a gallon, the owners 
became discouraged and sold the ships. The 
Beverly was sold into the merchant service, 
and was burned at sea, off Pernambuco on a 
voyage to Peru witha valuable cargo, in 1826. 
The rest of the fleet were whalers for many 
years after. But few other whale ships have 
since been fitted at Boston, hardly enough to 
make mention of, with the exception perhaps 
of the Herald and Charles Carroll, fitted in 1833. 

In 1785 Mr. William Rotch went to London, 
and there waited four months upon George 
III and William Pitt and his council, subject 
to the call of Pitt at any time. Lord Hawkes- 
bury at length gave him a hearing, but would 
not listen to Rotch’s proposition to bring 
twenty ships from America with all their 
material for whaling and enter them freeof 
duty. Mr. Rotch, tired of waiting, and getting 
no satisfaction from Hawkesbury, left Eng- 
land on the ship Maria for Dunkirk, France. 
On his arrival in Paris he was granted an early 
interview by the French minister, who agreed 
to admit his ships; and, in fact, agreed to all 
Mr. Rotch demanded, and the business was 
soon in successful operation. 

So soon as the British ministry heard that 
Mr. Rotch and his son Benjamin had left Lon- 
don for France, Lord Hawkesbury sent a 
courier with dispatches to recall him. On bis 
return to London, Mr. Rotch met Mr. Pitt and 
Lord Hawkesbury, who agreed to allow him to 
bring thirty ships from America, but Rotch 
informed him that it was too late, as he had 
agreed to go to France. The ministry, being 
dissatisfied with Hawkesbury, desired that Mr. 
Rotch should give them a detailed account in 
writing of the whole circumstances, in order 
that when Parliament met the matter might 
be laid before them. Mr. Rotch re- 
fused, as he did not wish to be instru- 
mental in creating or aiding an opposition 
among the ministry; and thus the matter 
ended. When the French revolution broke out 
the Rotchs’ accepted certain terms from tho 
English Government, aad went to Milford 
Haven with part of their ships. After the rey- 
olution in France the Rotch’s had two fleets of 
whalers. one sailing from England, the other 
from France, and this continued until the 
death of Mr. Benjamin Rotch in London in 1839 
The French fleet continued in existence until 





the death of Mr. William R. Rodman, a grand- 
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son of Mr. Rotch, which event occurred in 1855, 
the business thus remaining in the family for 
seventy years, and passing from grandfather to 
grandson. 

Duriag the war of 1812 Nantucket was at- 
tacked at home andabroad. When peace was 
declared in February, 1815, there was an unusu 
al demonstration and great rejoiciny among 
the people. The ocean was once more open 
and free to their ships, and they were not long 
in sending to sea a new and extensive fleet, 
We soon had a large number upon Chili, Peru, 
and what was known as the“off-shore’’ whaling 
ground, which extended from near the equator 
as far west as the Society and Navigator’s 
group of islands. But whales bad become 
scarce and the oily monsters must be sought 
after in new seas. In 1820 the ships rendez- 
voused at the Sandwich Islands. Here they 
met Captain Winship, of the ship O’Cane, a 
veteran northwest coast merchantman, who 
informed them that while crossing on his many 
voyages from the Sandwich Islands to Canton, 
China, he observed a great number of sperm 
whales on what was called the Coast of Japan, 
in latitude 25 deg. north, longitude 165 deg. 
east, even up to the Japan Islands. Two of the 
fleet arriving off the coast of Japan, in the 
spring of 1820, on the 10th day of May Captain 
Coffin in the Syren saw and struck his first 
sperm whale; Captain Allen, in the ship Maro, 
of Nantucket, struck the next whale June}, 
and both ships were filled with sperm oi) in 
three months after leaving the Sandwhich 
Islands, each ship taking upwards of 1,800 bar- 
rels. 

The other ships sailed a little to the north- 
ward of the Sandwich Islands, meeting good 
success, coming east and filling up off Cape 
Saint Lucas, California. All the ships returned 
home with great cargoes. + 

Captain Winship remarked to the writer in 
the spring of 1835 that he had seenSgreat num- 
bers of sperm whales on the northwest coast 
off Kodiac while passing to the Sandwich 
Islands, and was certain that they were sperma- 
ceiti species. Being convinced that there was 
something to be made out of this, we fitted out 
the ship Ganges and sent her, in the summer of 
1835, to the locality mentioned in the charge of 
Barzallia T. Folger. In his first report which 
we received from there, Captain Folger stated 
that he had seen nothing but right whales. As 
whale oil and bone were of little value ‘at that 
period, and as he did not care to lower his boats 
for them, he had, after taking 300 barrels, 
dropped down the coast to Pudder Bay, Cali- 
fornia. The next season, however, he filled his 
ship with sperm oil off the coast of Japan. The 
French ship Ville de Lyon, of Havre, was the 
next upon the northwest coast. She also was 
successful, and was fellowed in 1840 by the 
Elbe, Captain Waterman, of Poughkeepsie, N. 
Y., which ship returned home with a full cargo 
of whale and sperm oil. Since that date whale 
fishing on the northwest and sea coast of Japan 
has been prosecuted with wonderful vigor br 
every place that had a ship to send to sea, 

The peoplc of Martha’s Vineyard were never 
asea-going people in early times like their 
Nantucket neighbors. A few of ber citizens 
came to Nantucket and sailed from here, be- 
coming at once superior commanders, as wel] 
as fishermen. In 1816 old Capt. Jethro Daggett 
bought the New York ship Apollo, asmall 
ship, 200 tons, carrying 1,700 barrels, and fitted 
her out forthe Brazilian coast. This wasthe 
first enterprise of the kind on the Vineyard of 
which we have any knowledge. She proceeded 
onher voyage, but not meeting with success 
she was taken into Rio Janeiro and fitted for a 
more extended voyage to the Pacific Ocean and 
ite extensive cruising grounds. In due time 
the ship returned to Edgartown full, with 1,500 
or 1,600 barrels of sperm oil, and to this begin- 
ning were added many fine ships, not only to 
Edgartown but to Holmes Hole, and the island 
is now noted for its able captains and fine sea- 
men, second to none in America. 

Falmouth commenced with anew ship built 
in 1821, called the Pocahontas, 300 tons. She 
sailed for the Pacific and filled with sperm oil. 
A fine fleet of live-oak ships was built after 
this success Some of these ships were capa- 
ble of carrying from 3,600 to 4,000 barrels of 
oil. Some of them are still engaged in whaling 
from other ports, for now not a ship sails from 








this port. The same story can be told of Ware- 
ham, Mattapoisett, Sippican, and other small 
places, notaship belonging now to either of 
these ports. 

Cape Cod is pretty well sustained by her bold 
Provincetown whale-fishermen. They have a 
small fleet of schooners, whose cruising ground 
ig chiefly in the Atlantic Ocean, and they have 
done well in sustaining so large a fleet, consid- 
ering the many trials they have met and over- 
come so nobly, both on the sea and on the land. 
The oil wells of Pennsylvania, war, bad voy- 
ages, Alabamas, disasters at sea—all have had 
their effecton the whale fishery in this and in 
all other places that have been engaged in this 
business since the disastrous days of the ‘*Cali- 
fornia fever.” 

In 1830 Gloucester took the whaling fever, 
and the old Mount Wallaston was purchased of 
Mr, Crufts, a Russian merchant of Boston. 
The ship Louis was also purchased, and the 
commands of the two ships were given to Nan- 
tucket men. The venture proving unsuccess 
ful, the ships were old to New Bedford and 
Salem. 

Reading the annals of the Nantucket whale 
fishery, and looking back at the events that 
have occurred in connection with this gigantic 
business during the one hundred and seventy- 
five years of its history, calls up many well 
remembered scenes and traditions. Many and 
thrilling are the stories that can be told of inci- 
dents which have occurred under the frozen 
mountains of Disco and Greenland, on the 
burning coast of Africa and on Brazil, and on 
the more savage coasts of the Falkland Islands 
and Patagonia. And what a terrible loss of 
life and property have there been in the fearful 
encounters of our hardy seamen with that 
monster of the deep, the sperm whale. Of all 
the different species of whales, the sperma 
ceti is the most savage when aroused. 
Instances are on’ record where, a8 soon a8 
struck by the harpoon, they have shown fight, 
and have attacked and crushed into kindling 
wood one, two, and even three boats in turn, 
crushing and mangling in their huge jaws some 
poor fellow, or with one sweep of their 
monstrous tails sending whole boats’ crews to 
a watery grave. When a whale has been found 
to be bent on mischief a cask is sometimes 
taken in one of the boats, and, at the proper 
moment, thrown overboard. While the whale 
is venting his fury upon this bubble the boat is 
rowed quietly up to the monster, an officer 
takes the fatal lance and quickly and dexter- 
ously brings him to blood and death. 

One hundred and ten years ago we had our 
London packets, some fifteen of which were 
commanded by the most experienced seamen 
of the place, and we sent to sea one hundred 
and thirty-five vessels on whaling voyages, 
which, together with the coasters and smaller 
craft, required upwards of twenty-two hun- 
dred seamen to man them. 

In 1850 there were engaged in the whale fish- 
ery upwards of 700 ships, brigs and schooners 
belonging to the United States,and in 1882 not 
one hundred are left. In 1843 167,000 barrels of 
sperm oil were imported, and 1n 1847 313,000 bar- 
rels of whale oil. These were the largest im- 
portations ever made. The greatest amount of 
sperm oil ever taken by aship on any voyage 
was 4,181 barrels, and of whale oil 7,000 barrels, 
the first amount being secured by the ship 
William Hamilton, of New Bedford. 

Shipments ware made to London as early as 
1720, and numerous well laden ships were sent 
from here between 1765 and 1800; at that date 
they obtained all the oils they required by their 
own importations direct from the South Seas. 

The first ship that ever entered the harbor of 
Nantucket was the Neptune October 30, 1765, a 
London packet commanded by Nathan Coffin, 
previously mentioned. On her first voyage out 
she took from Nantucket a lvad of sperm oil, 
consigned to Barnard & Harrison, London, 
Previous to this date we had only brigs, 
schooners and sloops, and after 1765 neerly all 
of these brigs were rigged into ships. 

When our ships first appeared off the coast of 
Peru, in the latter part of the last century, the 
Spanish Government, learning the object of 
their visit, immediately dispatched two frigates 
from Spain to prevent their whaling around the 
shores or near the coast of Chilior Peru. Sev- 
eral captures were made and carried into port 
as lawful prizes, among which was the Beaver, 








Paul Worth, of Nantucket. After some deten- 
tion and a great deal of negotiation she was re- 
leased and arrived home in 1793, with a full 
cargo of sperm oil.

Linseed oii has taken aturn for the better. 
Western crushers having advanced the price of 
their product to 49¢ in car lots at the West 
during the week, the market here was influ- 
enced by the action, and city crushers now 
quote 52@53c. Business is very light and from 
this standpoint the market gains no strength. 
Inquiries for forward delivery continue brisk, 
but they are generally at spot prices. A much 
firmer market is anticipated by Spring. West- 
ern on spot is quoted in a jobbing way at 5lc. 

Crude cottonseed oil is in such small quantity 
on spot and being concentrated in one hana, 
the market has but one price at the moment. 
Jobbing sales of from 10 to 25 bbis have been 
made during the week at 37}¢c, and this is the 
figure still asked. Bids of 35c for prime oil on 
spot or toarrive have been made, and are stiil 
open fur acceptance. The position of the 
Southern markets would justify the maintain- 
ing of present prices here, but the de- 
mand is so limited that liberal receipts 
of oil would crush values. Just now 
there is very little to be had and re- 
ceivers are not caring to do business except 
for forward delivery. Some big stories are 
told about the fabulous prices paid for seed. 
A Vicksburg elegram during the week stated 
that a meeting of the cottonseed pool had been 
held to fight the boom in prices, and that the 
price of seed had been fixed at $9 after Febru 
ary 15 and $10 on the levee until that time. The 
reason it was alleged, for putting the day off 
for three weeks before they reduce the price to 
$9, is because they think they can scare all 
timid planters into selling their seed immedi- 
ately, well knowing, as the crushers did, that in 
three weeks the seed would be nearly gone out 
of the country, and that they would have to 
pay after February 15 anything asked for the 
seed. The above has not been confirmed, and 
our New Orleans correspondent wires us to- 
day that $1250 is being paid on the levee and 
that even at this price, seed is comiag forward 
slowly. Seed is reported very scarce around 
Memphis and several mills had to make a tem- 
porary stop on account of no seed to work. 
Better receipts of seed are expected during this 
month than previously asthe weather has been 
very unfavorable for transportation, either by 
land or water. Crudeis held firm by Memphis 
crushers at 35c, but 344¢c it is believed would 
buy prime oil now on that market, There is 
no accumulation of oil. The New Orleans mar- 
ket is quoted quiet at 34@34éc. 

Refined cottonseed oil ruled easy during 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday, with sales at 
3934, 40@4044c for prime summer yellow ex- 
dock. Monday, a firmer feeling took hold and 
quotations ranged from 40léc to 4I4gc with an 
odd offer and sale of a lot at 40c. Tuesday was 
expected to more than sustain the market and 
some holders were asking 4144c@42c, which was 
due principally to the fact that very little oil 
remained on dock to; bear the market. Prime 
oil could still be bought at the close at 49¢c 
ex-store and this might have been shaded 
if the whole lot were taken. Choice 
grades’ will not be released under 
41@Al¥gc. We havo sales made during the 
week of 75 bbis at 39}¢c, 200 bbls at 40c, 400 
bbls at 40440, 150 bbls at 4934c and 255 bbls at 
4lc, with jobbing sales at 41@424¢c. There is no 
special feature to warrant better prices, except 
the expectation entertained by some that the 
high price and scarcity of seed, will causea 
higher market to rule during the month, Sell- 
ers believe that 42c will be the basis. Competi- 
tion and scarcity of buyers may change the 
views now held. Buyers are still talking 40c. 
The New Orleans market is quiet and steady 
to-day at 40c, while the Memphis market is un- 
changed. The London market is quoted by 
mail asfollows: Cotton oil £21 to £21 5s, refin- 
ed £24 to £26 according to make, Hull delivery 
£22 Is 6d in ordinary casks, spot, £23 January- 
April, and £24 May-August.

Lard oil is unchanged and jobbing at 60c for 
prime city winter, while some holders continue 
to ask 61@62c, The market is firm at the first 
named figure. Jobbing orders show a slight 
improvement, but no arge wants are pressing. 
The lower grades are in slightly better demand 
principally from the East, and altogether the 
feeling is stronger. Western winter extrais 
jobbing at previous quotations. 

Crude menhaden fish oil is still inactive, but 
at the same time it attracts considerable atten- 
tion from the attitude of holders and buyers. 
Sellersare talking 30@33c, with refusals report- 
ed at 28c. But only three months remain until 
fishing is renewed, and as the stock of oil is 
acknowledged to be large, the question seems 
to be what will be done with the supplies held 
by parties who must have money to begin next 
season with? The agitation of higher prices ig 
not interesting the local dealers; they are not 
in need of supplies and the continued light de- 
mand for refined grades is very discouraging 
for crude oil values. While there are no plump 
offers, buyers are given to understand that 
business could be done at 27c, New York de- 
livery, and a bid of 26c, it is believed, would be 
accepted. Considerable surprise has been man- 
ifested over the report of a sale of 6000 bbls to 
Boston parties on private terms, which was an- 
nounced last week. The report comes through 
private correspondence, but fails to be con- 
firmed on this market. No one here has heard 
of any recent large sales.Exporters are remain- 
ing quiet as the views of foreign buyers are far 
below this market. It isstated that some busi- 
ness might be done in Japan fish oil at 23c for 
delivery during the summer, which shows in 
what direction the wind is blowing. 

The whale oil market is resting on an easy 
basis No sales of crude are reported for the 
week, but offerings are free at 55c. The stock 
at New Bedford is 4,050 barrels. Refined whale 
oil is extremely dull at our quotations below. 

Holders of crude sperm oil have advanced 
their views still further, but the higher prices 
prevent business, A jump of 4e since the last 
sale is not entertained by buyers, although the

he whalebone market is rather sensitive at 


the moment, caused by a strong speculative 
feeling. About two weeks ago whalebone was 
a drug on the market at $2 per lb. An active 
demand having started up sales of 20,000 lbs 
were made at $2.15. Subsequently the market 
rapidly advanced on sales of 50,000 Ibs at inter- 
mediate ‘prices, the last sales being made at 
$2 75 with holders’ views now at $3. Of the 
total catch for the season of 1884, amounting to 
820,000 lbs, the stock has been reduced to less 
than 100,000 lbs and is controlled by San Fran- 
cisco parties who have been prominently iden- 
tified with the above operations,

Mineral Oils. 

The demand {or paraffine oils has been good 
during the season, and orders for some brands 
have been so unusually large, that stocks are 
exhausted and future production in some cases 


has been sold at present ruling prices. It was 
expected at the turn of the year that better 
prices would be realized before the end of win- 
ter, but the opportunity seems to have passed 
for a better appreciation of values. The mar- 
ket still rests on a basis of lle for 25 gravity, 
with more or less concession on the part of 
sellers in regard to discount ana time of pay- 
ment. Buyers are rather favored in the latter 
and competition is conducted more from that 
standpoint than the price of the goods, Ina 
jobbing way llc is realized for some makes. 
There is a general and positive denial that lic 
is shaded for prime grades, and we believe the 
market is steady at that figure. We havejsales 
of 900 bbls at 11@11}¢c and 150 bbis of a weaker 
grade atl@%c. In 28 gravity some sales are 
still reported under 8c in a large way, but man- 
facturers are adhering to that price as well as 
they can,! and we have refusals to part with 
stock at less money. Atall events the market 
for that grade is unsettled. Refiners having a 
regular demand for the product are not cut- 
ting prices, except where it is necessary to meet 
other sales of competition. 

Neutral bloomless oils are not showing any 
improvement in demand. A strong effort is 
made to maintain prices, especially on the bet- 
ter grades of 34 gravity which are held at 16@ 
18c. Buyers continue to give more attention 
to the medium grades which command 18@l5c 
for 27@34 gravities. The demands seldom reach 
above 50 bbis in single orders and these are 
scarce. Some houses report no business in 
neutral oils during the week, while others are 
agreed on the dull character of trade. Certain 
brands of 32 gravity and extra cold test, have 
been moving in a very light way at 20@30c. A 
wool grade of 32 gravity is more active than 
the other grades and competition is also 
stronger; the range of values is 12@l4c, but 
most of the trade is on private terms. 

Cylinder stocks being always in moderate 
demand, the fluctuations are not so important 
as in other articles on the mineral oil list. 
Prime grades continue to be held at steady 
figures for the home trade, but the foreign 
movement is on an easier basis to enable ex- 
porters to meet the competition abroad. Light 
filtered of high fire test bas changed bands at 
22c, with some refiners asking 238@24c, while a 
lower test of 565@575 degrees is obtainable at 
18}44@19c. As will be perceived by our readers,no 
change has occurred for some months in the 
quotations. Dark oils are offering at all prices, 
but filtered stock is about steady.

(CONTNUED FROM PAGE —.) 





The occurrence of petroleum in America is 
not a recent discovery, as is generally suppos- 
ed. but was known toa people who inhabited 
the country before the Indian, and who cer- 
tainly stood on a bigher plane of culture, and 
developed more technical abiiity than the suc- 
ceeding red skins, the Indians. In the vicinity 
of Titusville, Pa., which plays such an import- 
ant part in the petroleum industry, are found 
remains of structures which were built in very 
early times, tor obtaining petroleum, Between 
the mouth of Oil Creek and the City of Titus- 
ville, about 20 years ago, round shafts having a 
diameter of 1.6—2 m., anda depth of 9 m. were 
discovered. They were lined with masonry 
from the bottom to the surface, and their depth 
reached a petroleum bearing stratum. Large 
trees have been grown upon the heaps of earth 
which have thrown out from these shafts, and 
their roots penetrate the earth and humus that 
has again filled the shafts, thus supplying evi- 
dence of the great age of these shafts. In one 
of these shafts was found the trunk of a tree, 
i nto which notches bad been cut for climbing 

Not only in Pennsylvania, but also in the 
neighboring oil districts in Ohio and Canada, 
similar, certainly very interesting remnants, of 
a former mining activity were found, which 
belong to a people,of whose existence and name, 
we have no kncwledge. Most discoveries of 
relics of prebistoric times in America, like the 
regular polygonal walls in Ohio, the stone 
houses. with windows, in the San Juan Valley, 
near the boundary of Utah and Arizona, which 
were built in caves or under overhanging 
rocks, must be ascribed to the same people, a 
people who used glazed earthen ware vessels, 
who workcd the lead mines in Kentucky, and 
were acquainted with the copper deposits at 
Lake Superior and in Canada, and who used 
weapons, utensils and ornaments made of 
bronze, 

We have information from the time of the 
first European ewjgrants, who lived among 
the Indians, in which it is stated that the Indi- 
ans were familiar with petroleum, but that 
used no methods, such as are indicated by the 
above described shafts, for obtaining it. They 
weie satisfied with simply skimming the oil 
from the surface of quiet waters. They em- 
ployed it in some of their ceremonies and festi- 
vals, and used it as a remedy for relieving all 
pain, 

From a letter written by the missionary Jos- 
eph Delaroche, in Sagard’s Histoire du Canada, 
it appears that petroleum occurs in the vicinity 
of Cupa, Alleghany county, N. Y., and on a 
chart, which was made in 1670, the locality is 
marked “ Foutaine de Bitume.” Charlevoix 
in 1721 reports that on one of the principal trib- 
utaries of the Ohio rriver (without a doubt the 
Alleghany), there exists a spring from which a 
fatty substance flows, having a taste like iron, 
and beiug used for the relieve from all pain. 
Some years later, 1755, General Montcalm, the 
commander of Fort Duquesne, now Pitts- 
burg, brought the information that the petro- 
leum on the left tributaries of the Ohio river 
was known tothe Seneca Indians. A chart of 
the same year already bears the word “ Petro- 
leum” at the mouth of Oi! Creek into Alle- 
gbany river. The Seneca Indians called the oil 
“Seneca” or “Genesee” oil, and suid it under 
these names up to the beginning of the present 
century, the price being about $16 per gallon. 

Notwithsteunding the numerous localities and 
the enormous quantities in which petroleum 
and the related bodies, asphalt and bitumen, 
occur in the old and new world, centuries 
passed before they were extensively employed. 
It was not until 1720 that the Swiss and the 
French began using asphalt in erecting struc- 
tures of all kinds, and for other technical pur- 
poses. According to the reports of the Vene- 
tian merchant, Marco Polo, who as a most vare- 
ful observer, traveled through Asia from the 
Black Sea to China, and was the first to give us 
correct reports, particularly about the latter 
country, the accuracy of whichare continually 
being confirmed, the Chinese had been burning 
coal since most ancient times, while in Europe 
coals were only known as useless rock masses, 
In England, where coals were first used,during 
the reign of Edward I., 1272-1307, parliament in 
1316 requested that the burning of coal be pro- 
hibited, because they give off a thick smoke 
and produce a pestilential odor. 

Johannes Joachim Becher—born in 1635 at 
Spire, Professor of Medicine at Munich, died in 
London 1682—one of the best chemists of his 
time,was the first to explain the nature of coal. 
In his work, “Nerrischeu Weissheit und weis- 
sen Narrheit,” published in 1685, he gives the 
first reliable statement (based on his own inves-

tigations on coal) regarding the artificial 








preparation of tar, oil, pitch, gas, etc. He 
says: 

“In Holland they have peat and in England 
they bave coal; both are not worth much for 
burning, neither in the room nor for smelting: 
I have, however, found a method, not only for 
burning both varieties to good coal, which will 
no longer smoke or stink, but also to melt with 
the Hame of them as well as with wood itself, 
and obtain such a great extension of flame that 
one foot of such coal will give flames ten feet 
long. This I have demonstrated in the Hague 
with peat, and here in England by Mr. Boyle 
with coal, also at Windsor. On this occasion it 
isalso remarkable that,as the Swedes make 
their tar from pine wood, I have also here in 
England made tar from coal, which in every 
way is like the Swedish, and some operations 
above it. I have given evidence of it on wood 
and on ropes, and the tests have been found 
well, for the King has also seen specimens of it, 
which is a great thing in England, and the coul 
after the tar has been extracted, is better for 
use than before.” 

The Englishmen Hancock and Portlack, in 
1684, also prepared tar, oil and pitch from coul, 
and in 1761, according to Lewis in his “Materia 
Medica,” oils distilled from black shale were 
used for curing certain diseases.

Proposed Consolidation of the Ex- 


changes. 


The committees and sub-committees appoint- 
ed by the Produce Exchange and the New York 
Petroleum Exchange and Stock Board, have 
held several meetings to consider the proposed 
consolidation of the two boards, but as yet have 
reached no conclusion in the matter. Whether 
or not the fusion will take place is at this time 
merely a conjecture. A good many of the 
members of the Produce Exchange, who hold 
seats worth $2,500, are opposed to the consoli- 
dation, on the ground that memberships in the 
Petroleum Exchange are worth only $500- The 
committees who are hard at work trying io 
equalize things are as follows: 

Produce Exchange.—J.H. Herrick, Charles 
M. Vail, S. 8. Carli, 8.8. Marples, S. Jacoby, 
John A, Tobey, A. D. Snow, P. J. Milligan. 

Petroieum Exchange,—L. H, Smith, Livings- 
ton Roe, John D. Archbold, George H. Lincoln, 
Frank Tack, 8. T. Hubbard, Jr., H. M. Curtiss, 
W. W. Goodrich, C. D. Burwell, J. Gutman, A, 
R. Blount. 

About 150 members of the Petroleum Ex- 
change hold seats in the Produce. They com- 
plain that they cannot very well attend to busi- 
ness in both of the Boards and are anxious fora 
consolidation. The general sentiment seems to 
favor a union of the two exchanges. Saida 
member of the Petroleum Board: ‘The gross 
expenses of the old exchange are about $20,000 
a year, over half of which will be saved by the 
union. It will also result in a great increase of 
business. The Exchauge at present does a fifth 
or sixth of the whole business of the couniry, 
but by its union with the Produce Exchange it 
will immediately gain importance, and other 
exchanges will simply become local. Outside 
exchanges might sell anywhere from one to 
tive hundred millions of barrels of oil in a year, 
but the new organization will handle ten times 
that amount. Here, too,on the Produce Ex- 
change, we can meet the shippers and the 
agents of foreign houses.” 

A leading member of the Produce Exchange 
did not regard the actual business of the Petro- 
leum Exchange as important aside from specu- 
lative transactions. When anybody wants a 
cargo of oil he goes on the Produce and not on 
the Petroleum Exchange to buy it. The trade 
in pipe line certificates about to be introduced 
would, in his opinion, complete the concentra- 
tion of the petroleum business on the Produce 
Exchange to such an extent as to leave no 
strong motive to seek that of the other Board. 

The Produce Exchange Trade Committee are 
giving diligent attention tothe rules for trad- 
ing in petroleum certificates, framed by the 
special committee and referred to them, and 
will probably be ready at their meeting on 
Thursday next to report them back to the 
Board of Managers. 


It isack nowledged that great practical diffi 
culties beset the accomplishment of the consol- 
idation. Amorg the questions involved is the 
right of the Petroleum Exchange to make a 
voluntary dissolution without the unanimous 
consent of its members, and without, in case of 
dissent, a distribution of its funds. If the funds 
should be transferred to the Produce Exchange- 
it is suggested, it would amount to a division 
of them for the sole benefit of such members 
as should avail themselves of the opportunity 
to enter the Produce Exchange. Perhaps all 
would be glad to embrace the opportunity, 
but many, it is thought, would be unable to do 
80, unless the entrance fee should be placed 
considerably below the paesent market price. 

One of the first questions to be disposed of 
wili probably be whether they can bring with 
them the entire treasury of their Exchange. A 
recent statement by President Smith gives its 
contents as follows:—

month, or 8,700,000 barrels for each business 
day. 

The membership of the Exchange is also 
steadily growing, all money received from the 
sale of memberships going to the building 
fund. President Smith declares it to be the de- 
sire and intention to increase that fund to such 
an amount that a building for the Exchange 
may be started not later than the. Ist of May 
next. 

The Stock Exchange has not yet made up its 
mind to commence dealing in fractional lote of 
petroleum. It is probable that ere long it will 
issue its ultimatum. After that the petroleum 
exchanges must look well to their laurels, as 
the Broad and New street granny has blood in 
her eyes and will strive desperately to annihi- 
late them. 


Petroleum Reviews and Some of their 


Misstatements. 


In the various reviews of the petroleum trade 
for the year 1884 there is an astonishing amount 
of difference between figures and estimates, 
almost every statistician having his own views 
or methods of estimating. Some of them are 
very far from the correct figures. In a review 
issued by the Shipping and Commercial Lisi 
and New York Price Curent, the stock of crude 
n the oil producing fields, says the Oil City 
Derrick, is given at 35,715,565 barrels on Janu- 
ary 1, 1884, and estimated at 37,300,000 barrels on 
December 31, showing an increase during the 
year of 1,584,435 barrels. The figures given for 
the opening of the year are correct,but the esti- 
mate for the close is so far from correct that 
we deem it our duty to point out the error, as 
we have the official figures at hand. 

The supply of crude referred to 1s the stocks 
in the custody of all the p.pe lines, and we find, 
on referring to our official reports for Decem- 
ber, that they were at the close of 1884 36,872,892 
barrels—considerably less than the estimate of 
the New York statistician. 

Again, it must be borne in mind that even 
this reduced apparent increase does not show a 
correct comparison between the supply of 
crude at the beginning and the end of the year. 
When the United Pipe Lines became a division 
of the National Transit Company,in April, 
1884, the latter company had in its possession a 
total of 1,558,665 barrels of oil, which was not 
enumerated as a part of the stocks on the first 
of January, but which after April was so enu- 
merated, and appears in the total for December 
31. Any fair comparison must take account of 
this oil, and then the figures will show, instead 
of an increase in stocks,a decrease of more 
than four hundred tbousand barrels, as will be 
seen by the following table:

1t would be perfectly correct to say that the 
pipe line reports show this increase, but it is 
not correct to say that the stock of crude was 
increased by that amount, because the oil which 
we have referred to as being in the custody of 
the National Transit Company, in its pipes and 
storage tanks at the different stations east of 
Olean and at the seaboard, had been above 
ground for an indefinite period, but was not re- 
ported as pipe line stocks. We must therefore 
deduct this 1,558,665 barrels from the apparent 
increase of the stocks, to obtain the correct 
comparison of the beginning and end of the 
year of the oil above ground. We then have: 
Stocks of National Transit Co., not 





enumerated before April ........... 1,558,685 
Apparent increase in pipe line stocks. . .1,157,327 
Actual decrease in stock of crude... 401,338 


We trust we have made this point plain, as a 
misapprehension of the character of this addi- 
tion by the National Transit Co., to the pipe 
line stocks will seriously affect the comparison 
of the year. 

The same paper puts down the average daily 
production of the Pennsylvania oil fields for 
December at 63,000 barrels. This is too much, 
decidedly. The estimate of the Petroleum Age 
puts it at 60,627, and we believe that to be as 
nearly correct as it is possible to get it. 

Regarding the average consumption during 
1884, we have it from parties who have access 
to all data on the subject, that the average 
daily consumption of crude equivalent for 1854 
could not be less than 68,000 barrels, while some 
estimates put it as high as 71,500. A conserva- 
tive estimate would probably be 69,000.

A Substitute for Cod Liver Oil. 


Eulachon vil is advocated by Dr. Lyons, of 
Detroit, as a substitute for cod liver oil. The 
bays and estuaries of the Pacific coast of Brit- 
ish America and Alaska are annually visited by 
immense shoals of a small fish popularly known 
as the candle fish, eulachon, or eutachon. This 
fish belongs to the family of the salmonida, 
and bears the scientific name of Thaleichthys 
pacificus. The candle fish is less than a foot in 
length, The spawning season is in April and 
the first half of May. The fish is chiefly prized 
on account of its oil, which is used as food by 
the Indians. So rich in oil is the entire fish, 
that when dried it serves the natives tor 
torches, whence its name. The commercial oil 
contains much palmitin, and probably stearin, 
so that at common temperature it is only semi- 
fluid. The dlein, which for medicinal purposes 
at least must be regarded as eulachon oil,forms 
a limpid fluid of a pale straw color and fishy 
odor, unlike that of cod liver oil, and is, per 
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haps, to many less repulsive. Itsspecific grav- 
ity is not very different from that of cod liver 
oll, but itis rather more viscid. When mixed 
with sulphuric acid (five volumes of oil to one 
of acid) the temperature rose to 55deg.C.; with 
cod liver oil the elevation of temperature is 
about double this. The color reactions with 
acids are very different from those of cod liver 
oil. Sulphuric acid does not produce with 
eulachon oil the rich purple color which ob- 
tains with cod liver oil and other oil containing 
biliary ingredients; it produces a deep brown 
tint. The oil probably contains a trace of 
iodine. The tatty acids obtained after saponifi- 
cation amounted to 95°85 per cent. Eulachon oil 
contains about 13 per cent of an unsaponifiable 
substance, which is the most peculiar and inter- 
esting constituent. The low specific gravity of 
this peculiar ingredient, and its indifference to 
most reagents, remind one strongly of the par- 
affine; and now that petroleum and petroleum 
oil are recognized as having a positive influence 
on tuberculous complaints, we shall not be 
surprised if eulachon oil be found to owe any 
therapeutic efficacy it may have to the pres- 
ence of this peculiar body.—Lancet. 
a 


Hop Culture in the far Northwest. 


The average yield of hops per acre in Wash- 
ington Territory is put at 1,800 pounds per acre 
by the Western World, and the average price 
realized at twenty cents per pound. 

Hops are grown in Willamette valley, in 
Lewis, Thurston, Yakima, Snohomish, King 
and Pierce counties, the industry reaching its 
highest development in the last two counties, 
where are located the celebrated fields of Puy- 
allup and White river valley. The famous 
Puyallup valley lies in Pierce county. Bcgin- 
ning at the Indian reservation it extends east- 
ward a distance of fifteen miles, and has an 
average width of three miles, the total area 
amounting to forty-five square miles. Of this 
fully 16,000acres are adapted to the culture of 
hops. 

The crop in this valley have never failed,nor 
have the vines or cones been attacked by lice, 
or any form of disease. 

The growers ascribe this exemption from 
scourge to the length of the growing season, 
the cool summer nights, and the absence of 





excessive hot summer days. It is believed that 
these favorable climatic conditions will consti- 
tute a perpetual barrier, through which insect 
pests and disease will never break. 

Land in cultivation in this crop is valued at 

250 per acre, and uncultivated land ranges 
from $60 to $100. Hop picking is done chiefly 
by Indians, who gather here in picking seasons 
from reservations hundreds of mile distant. 
Experts among them made as higo as $3 a day 
insome cases, but taking the average, only 
about $1 15a day.

TUESDAY EVENING, February 3, 1885. 

Not even the monthly oil report, showing as 
it did a decrease in the production of the re- 
gion, had any effect upon the market, when 
bulletined last Saturday, That indispensable 
adjunct, the oil scout, had left nothing, com- 
paratively speaking, for the repurt to tell. His 
daily dispatches from the frontjhad told ina con- 
cise way, the story of developments in phenom- 
enal Thorn creek, with its short-lived but mar- 
ket crushing gushes. He had posted the trade 
on the Gantz What-is-it in Washington county, 
and while doing this had not neglected poor 
but pretentious Macksburg, out in Noble conn- 
ty, Ohio. The report simply confirmed what 
the entire trade knew. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances it would have been considered bull- 
ish. Asit was it had no influence whatever. 

(The report is published elsewhere in this is- 
sue.) 

The only thing that occurred during the week 
to ripple the waves of speculation, was the re- 
port which reached here yesterday, to the effect 
that the Gantz well at Washington, Pa., after 
a dead stop of several days had made a second 
flow of oil. It is said that the well after filling up 
and being agltated poured out a small quantity 
of oil Then it became exhausted and went to 
sleep again. It begins to look as if there was a 
small deposit of oil in Washington County. As 
the REPORTER has remarked before, the Gantz 
is 2,200 feet deep, or was at last accounts. At 
present prices it would not pay to drill deep 
wells. 

During this month about a score of wells will 
be finished in Butler County. A few will may- 
hap rank as gushers; but the greater portion 
will probably come undor the head of moder- 
ate producers. It 18 quite likely that the 
famous Thorn Creek pool will attain its highest 
production during this, the shortest month of 
the year. Several important wells which are 
near the sand are due at any time. It will bea 
cold day when one or more new wells are not 
ushered into existence during February. The 
trade may be prepared for surprises. In any 
respect the month promises to be the most 
eventful one in the year. 

When the Exchanges opened on Wednesday, 
New York and Bradford were the prin- 
cipal buyers. At Oil City and Pittsburg 
certificates seemed scarce and there was 
a disinclination to trade. Towards the 
close the market, which had been dull and 
barren of feature, braced up a trifle, closing 
firm allaround. Atthe New York Exchange 
the market opened at 6914, advanced to 69%, 
slumped off to 6834, and in the closing half hour 
recovered to and closed at 6934c. Atthe Na- 
tional Exchange the closing price was 6954, 
which corresponded with the close at Bradford, 
Oil City and Pittsburg. The sales for the day 
were as follows: New York Exchange, 6,804.000 
barrels: National, 7,599,000; Bradford, 3,117,000; 
Oil City, 6,356,000; Pittsburg, 2,134,000—total for 
day, 25,916,000 bbls. Carrying rates ranged as 
follows. New York. 50c; National, 40@45c; Brad- 
ford, 35@45c; Pittsbyrg, 50c; Ol) City, lic. 

New York buyers who did not take any stock 
in the bear rumors which were afloat concern- 
ing the Phillips well on the Mushrush farm, 
sustained the market on Thursday, snapping 
up all the oil that was offered. For once New 
York quotations i1uled the day, At Bradford C. 
P. Stevenson was a heavy buyer, while the 
whole floor were sellers. About noon the shorts 
at Bradford, Oil City and Pittsburg began to 
cover, when the prices traveled upwards. The 
range of fluctuations was narrow. The opening 
and closing price at the New York Exchange 
was 69c. The highest point was 6974 and the 
lowest 68%. At Bradford, Oil City and the Na- 
tional the closing figure was 69c. Pittsburg 
closed weak at 6874. Sales were; New York, 
8,364,000 barrels; Nationai, 5,960,000; Bradford, 
2,806,009: Oil City, 4,240,000; Pittsburg, 1,508,000; 
total for day, 17,878,000 bbls. One year ago to- 
day the quotations were $1 103g4@1 0934. At New 
York and Pittsburg carrying rates were un- 
changed. At Oil City they were flat at 15c, while 
at Bradford 25c was asked. 

Light trading characterized the market all 
around on Friday. The New York, Bradford, 
Oil City and Pittsburg Exchanges were almost 
as quiet as a prayer meeting. At the opening 
sales were made at 69}¢c at the New York and 
at a fraction less at the National. After falling 
off to 69c the market assumed an appearance 
of strength and advanced to 6934c, but fell off 
on bearish rumors to 687%c, closing at 69449 bid. 
At the National the closing price was 60c, At 
Bradford, Oil City and Pittsburgh the market 
closed at 6944c. Sales were as follows: New 
York, 4,312,000 bbls: National, 6,622,000; Brad- 
ford, 3,568,000; Oil City, 4,240,000; Pittsburg, 2,- 
400,000; total for day, 21,134,000 bbls. Carrying 
rates at Oil City were advanced to 30c. El:e- 
where they were: Bradford 25, New York 50, 
National 60, Pittsburg 50. 

Decidedly one of the dullest days of the year 
was Saturday. The market did not move up or 
down to the the extent of a red cent. The 
opening and highest quotation was 69}¢c and 
the lowest and closing 694¢c.

A broker who was said to represent a big cot- 
ton house was the principal seller in New York 
yesterday, while Standard brokers were ac- 
credited with being the principal buyers. 
Whatever strength the market possessed it re- 
ceived from the Standard men who were heavy 
purchasers at each decline. Brokers, scalpers 
and pykers seem to control the market, but 
they all have to give way when the Standard 
steps in, Several large blocks of oil were un- 
loaded with a tendency to depress prices. The 
report that the Gantz had made nnother small 
flow also had a demoralizing effect. At the 
New York Exchanges the market opened at 
693g. sagged off to 6854 and closed at 6834. At 
Oil City, Bradford and Pittsburg the market 
closed at 6874. Sales were as follows: New 
York, 2,752.000 bbls; National, 3,200,000; Brad- 
ford, 1,436,000; Oll City, 1,746,000; Pittsburg, 
1.032,000 ; total for day, 10,166.000 bbls. 

Although the market has made several at- 
t tempts to climb up into the seventies its spurts 
have thus far met with ignominious failure. It 
can advance a fraction or two above 69c, but 
when it reaches that point it seems te lose 
courage and beats a hasty but dignified retreat. 
For seven days the market has ruled between 
the narrow limits of 68c and 69c. When it tried 
to go higher the bears pulled it down.The hand 
which sustained to-day’s market was the much- 
abused Standard. Bradford, Oil City and Pitts- 
burg followed inthe wake of New York, which 
transacted the business of the day. The first 
sales were made at 68%gc, which was also the 
lowest price of the day. The highest point at- 
tained was 69!4c, thetwo New York Exchanges 
closing at 694¢c. At Oil City, Bradford and 
Pittsburg 69c was bid at the close. Sales were 
as follows: New York, 3,034,000 bbls; National, 
4,634,000; Bradford, 1,076,000; Oil City, 3,078,000; 
Pittsburg, 1,316,000, total for day, 13,138,000 
barrels. Carrying rates were as follows: New 
York 50@60c, National 45@50c, Bradford and 
Oil City 45@50c, Pittsburg 55c. 

To-day’s news from the oil region was of no 
consequence. Latest gauges show that the Mc- 
Bride is Coing 21 and the Phillips, on the 
Mushrush, 33 barrels perhour. The entire pro- 
duction of the ficld this morning was 6,116 bar- 
rels. The Phillips is being agitated, and it is 
expected that her output will be slightly in- 
creased. The drill inthe Clark & Sutton well, 
on the McLaughlin farm, has been idle since 
Sunday, An oil saver has been attached to the 
well. Whether it will be a gusher or not no one 
—not even the scouts—can tell. The McCandless 
No. 2and the Dodds No.1 are drilling in the 
shell out of the sand, and ought to be heard 
from to-morrow or next day. There were no 
new developments at the Gantz well at Wash- 
iagton. After the well cleaned itself out yester- 
day, it stopped flowing. The well threw out 
about 40 barrels of oil.

The Phillips Well on the Mushrush farm, 
which early last week had every appearance of 
being a small producer, was improved by 
deeper drilling and is now doing 58 barrels per 
hour. The well will not be drilled any deeper 
as the owners do not care to drill into the slate 
which underlies the sand-rock. They fear that 
the slate may clog up the hole. 

It was reported this morning that 15 bits 
had been run in the Clark & Sutten test on the 
McLaughlin farm. The well isa “mystery,” 
and it is impossible to secure reliable informa- 
tion concerning its probable calibre. Scouts 
who pretend to know say that the well will not 
astonish the world as a giddy gusher. 

Boyd & Co.’s wild cat on the Meharg farm is 
through all the sands and is dry. 

Advices from Washington received here at 
noon are to the effect that the Gantz weil had 
made another flow of about 50 barrels, and had 
then stopped dead. The well made its first flow 
one week ago and since then has been idle, It 
is now believed that wells of moderate dimen- 
sions can be drilled in Washington county. 





January Work in the Oil Fields. 


January’s canvass of the New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio oil fields show an interesting 
state of affairs. The greatest increase in opera- 
tions comes from Thorn Creek and Baldridge, 
the temptations of 1000-barrel wel:s being too 
great for the producer to resist. Until within 
a few days this section of the field occupied the 
entire attention of the petroleum trade, but de- 
velopments at Little Washington have at- 
tracted the attention of the trade and produced 
a very depressed feeling in the producing re- 
gions. Considerable activity is manifested in 
the northeast end of Butler county, in the 
vicinity of Martinsburg, where a sixty-barrel 
well has been opened in shallow territory that 
can be drilled at less than half the cost of Thorn 
Creek property. 

So wild is the excitement in the Martinsburg 
district,as it is called, that a well has been 
started in an o)d cemetery, and while the drill 
will not be allowed to disturb the remains of 





the departed in this well,there is no telling how 
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many graves will be drilled through if the first 
venture proves to bea gusher. This “grave- 
yard” well is not being drilled by the wicked 
oil men who have been boring over all creation, 
but by farmers living in the vicinity, who 
have grandfathers reposing in the old burying- 
ground, 

The decreased new production isdue to th 
completion of so few wells at Thorn Creek and 
the fact that nearly all the wells completed 
there have been edge wells or dry. Outside of 
this section 62 wells have an aggregate new 
production of 670 barrels. This month the new 
production account should be very large. com- 
pensating for the small amount last menth, as 
36 or 37 wells will be completed at Thorn Creek 
during February, a number of which should be 
of the gusher type. The Martinsburg district 
had no new production last month, but should 
furnish a fair quota for February.

We have witnessed some striking changes in 
the condition of our home markets during the 
past twelve months which may be worthy of 
note. One of the more prominent is the grad- 
ual decrease of Stocks in the principal Engligh 
markets, Liverpool and London (and this may 
also be said of the principal Continental Ports), 
the stock In these two ports at the end of the 
year being only 105,082 barrels, against 463,652 
at the commencement of 1884. Through con- 
tinual losses, and the greater uncertainty than 
ever of what the future production may be, 
and also as to what may be the future action 
of the Standard Oil Co,, speculators seem to 
have lost all heart, and the imports of petro- 
leum have been only about sufficient, together 
with the previously accumulated stocks, for 


the normal requirements of the trade. Another 
matter worthy of notice is the nearer assimila- 
tion of prices between London and Liverpool 
markets that has recently been brought about. 
For many years past, prices have usually ruled 
lowerin London than in Liverpool, chiefly 
owing to speculative influences, andthe heavy 
stocks that have been held in London. 

We had occasion in our last annual report to 
draw attention to the inferior and bad burning 
quality of some cargoes of “royal daylight” 
petroleum sent to this country. The refiners, 
however, notwithstanding all the protests of 
importers and buyers, appear to have repeated 
similar inferior shipments at the opening of 
present seasun, and as it was evident that they 
intended again to ignore the importers and 
dealers interests, the trade have this time been 
thoroughly aroused, and through their petro- 
leum associations all over the eountry have 
made the American refiners clearly uuderstand, 
once and for all, that they would no longer 
tolerate the shipment of oil of inferior burning 
quality, and we are pleased to say, the result 
has been that all cargoes that have arrived here 
since the end ot November have been quite 
satisfactory. Before another season com- 
mences, a test of burning quality will,we hope, 
be established, which we trust will effectually 
prevent and make impossible the shipment of 
any petroleum to this country of inferior 
burning power. 

Russian petroleum has hardly made itself 
felt in our markets yet in serious competition 
with American oil, but with the probability of 
increased transit facilities it will no doubt 
take a more important position in our markets 
in the future, although at present the price is 
higher than American.

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The London Refined Market. 


Petroleum oil, says the London Grocer of 
January lith, remains in much the same posi- 
tion that it was a week ago—that is, compara- 
tively scarce, but without appearing to be 
urgently wanted,—and the business done in 
American refined bas been at previous rates,— 
634d@6%d per gallon for ordinary vrands, 74@ 
744d for special quality, and 644d@t5¢d for fu- 
ture deliveries. Russian petroleum is easier to 
purchase at 734d@sd, but other mineral oils are 
without material alteration. 

At auction today 337¥ bbls pale Russia lubri- 
cating oil were bougbt in at 101 per ton; and 
1320 bbls American deodorized benzoline were 
only partly sold at 6144d@6}<¢d per gallon. 

Messrs. 8S. C. Joyce & Co. report that lubri- 
cating oils are dull and almost nominal— 
America pale 9°5 £10 on the spot; natural dark 
colored oils, £0@8; dark cylinder oils, £8@10: 
English refined thick heavy oil, £i12@1¢; British 
865, about £6 10s, 885 about £7 10s; Russian 
dark mineral oil, £7@10; pale refined thick oil 
£12@20, These quotations are for small mar- 
ket parcels; for cargoes and quantity sellers 
are open to quote lower.

Gravity of Washington County Oil. 


Mr. Michael Allunay, a Pittsburg oil refiner 
visited the Gantz well at Washington, Pa. The 
oil from the Gantz is of an amber color. 

“The specific gravity of this oil” said Mr. 
Allunay, “is from 55 to 57 degrees. That of all 
good oil averages from 42to45 degress. This 
new strike is on a continuation of what is 
known asthe Smith's Ferry belt, which runs 
almost due north and south. The first strike 
made on this belt was by a man named Patton, 
at Glasgow, Beaver County, in 1859. Dozens of 
wells have been drilled there since, and of 
them all I never knew one to run over twenty 
barrels a day. Many have been abandoned, 
because some of them petered out, and in 
others the oil was not worth refining,” 

“The only way in which the refining of this 
oil can be made to pay”’ he continued, “is to 
getacluster of producing wells and connect 
them to one refinery. The oil is too light for 
practical purposes, as nearly one half of it is 
composed of benzine and gas, which area dead 
loss to the refiner. In its natural state it can 
be burned readily by one who understands it, 
but it is extremely dangerous in the hands of a 
greeny. Asan expert, I say that the well is a 
failure, and that itis being worked as a mys- 





tery in the interest of speculators who are 


known in the oil trade since the Penn Bank 
crowd got so badly squeezed.” 

“The drill was stopped on the 3ist day of 
December, and has since been kept quiet.”” In 
Mr. Allunay’s opinion,the stoppage was to give 
time to pull the market down to a certain 
point and allow those interested in the deal to 
load up and then spring the trap.

The Macksburg, Ohio, Oil Field. 


The daily production of the Macksburg, Ohio, 
field is about 900 barrels per day. Once the oil 
commanded 30 cents more per barrel than 
Pennsylvania petroleum. Thirty wells are 
drilling and about the same number of rigs are 
up or building, but the fact that the National 
Transit Company has bought out the Onio 
Transportation Company will havea tendency 
to limit operations, the Standard people knock- 
ing off the premium, and paying no more for 
the oil than it pays for the Pennsylvania pro 
duct. There is great scarcity of lumber, the 
most of it being imported into the fleld from 
Michigan. The cost of drilling is high, $1 per 
foot being the prevailing rate, and all this is 
against the field.

American Oil Misrepresented in the 
Orient. 


Attention has been for some time called to 
the fact that American petroleum is falsified in 
Oriental countries by the use of American 
cases and filling them with Russian oil. An- 
other instance in which American refineries or 
shippers are accused of sending an inferior 
article abroad comes from Palestine. Consul 
Merrill at Jerusalem writes the Department of 
State at Washington concerning it as follows: 

“In the single item of petroleum, America 
has hitherto bad the advantage, but even in 
this Russia is now beginning to crowd us very 
close. During the past year the oil sent to this 
country has been so bad that people are begin- 
ning to inguire If, after all, it was not Russian 
oil they were using.* Unless American manu- 
facturers take more pains in the futue than 
they have for two seasons past, people will be 
only too glad to turn elsewhere for their petro- 
leum supply. What I refer to now was a uni- 
versal complaint during the past year. Some 
complaint was heard the year previous, but the 
pastyear it has been, as I have said, universal. 
A few minutes after the lamps were lighted, 
the light would duck down and burn dimly. 
No amount of coaxing, trimming or of fussing 
with the wicks would induce it to give a bright 
or even a natural light. Unless a better article 
is sent to this country America will deserve to 
lose its petroleum trade. I will not specify the 
names of firms sending oil here or names which 
appear on the cases, bnt I wish that this infor- 
mation could be made pubiic for the benefit ot 
all manufacturers concerned.

The December Production of the Oil 
Fields. 

Accepting the outside runs, which are parti- 
ally made up of the Wardwell and Baldridge 
runs, as representing the production, says the 
Petroleum Age, of Bradford, Pa., f.n cstimate on 
the yield of the field for November and Decem- 
ber would be as follows:

The above figures show a decrease in the pro- 
duction of 3,361 barrels aday. In these esti- 
mates no account is taken of the “dump oil” 
loaded on the cars direct from the wells at Em- 
lenton and other points along the Allegheny 
River. 

The runs from the Baldridge fleld decreased 
at the rate of 763 barrels a day in December. 
During the same period the Wardwell runs de- 
clined 367 barrels, and Cherry Grove, Cooper 
and Balltowa declined 284 barrels per diem. 

Of Bradford the report says: The number of 
wells in the Bradford field connected with the 
pipe lines on the first of January is estimated 
at 11,342. Estimating the entire Bradford region 
onthe basis of 2.6 barrels decrease, the total 
decrease in stocks at wells during December 
was 34,589 barrels, a daily average of 1,116 bar- 
rels. 

The Allegany wells from which reports were 
received, evince a decrease of three-tenths bar- 
rels to the well, but this difference is too small 
to materially affect the runs as reported by the 
two pipe liaes, and the average daily runs for 
December may be considered to represent the 
average daily production. The runs were 8,193 
barrels a day, and placing the estimated pro- 
duction at that figure, gives an average de- 
crease of 449 barrels a day from the preceding 
month.

How a Salt Well is Worked. 


The stratum of salt having been pierced, a 
saturated solution of the saline matter fre- 
quently rises in the boring to within eighty 
feet of the surface. This, however, cannot al 
ways be depended upon—and here center the 
increased difficulty and expense. When afew 
dozen feet have been drilled, a six or an eight 
inch iron pipe isinserted asa “casing.’’ Inside 
of this a two inch pipe—also of iron—is placed. 
The “casing head”’ has two vupenings—one for 
the entrance of pure water from a neighboring 
spring into the larger pipe, at the lower end of 
which it becomes saturated with saline matter; 
the other atthe end of the smaller pipe, to al- 
low the expulsion of the brine. Of course, the 
wells become foul or leaky at times, and then 
resort is had to torpedoes of nitro-glycerine, 
which aresent down to the bottom of the “cas- 
ing,’’ and after them is sent an iron weight 
which secures the explosion. The rusting of 
the “casing” is the great enemy of the salt 
worker; and, when his engine cannot lift the 
mass of rusted iron, a “knife’’ cuts the rusted 
metal, and the engine tears it away piecemeal. 
But the salt wells are exempt from any danger 
of taking fire; and it is never necessary, as in 
the case of oil wells, to shoot .off the “casing- 
head’, with a cannon ball, 

After the brine has once reached the surface 
itisforced into large reservoirs, whence it is 
drawn off through “string” after “string’’ of 
“covers,” until solar evaporation has left the 
coarser grades of salt. The “‘covers’’ or vats 
are usually sixteen by eighteen feet, and the 
product of each one per year is estimated at 
one hundred and fifty bushels; while the pro- 
duct at Syracuse is only about half that quan- 
tity. Itisalso claimed that the slope of the 
valley at Warsaw is peculiarly adapted to rapid 
evaporation by the sun. When the finer grades 
of salt are wanted, the brine is led fromthe 
reservoir to an evaporating pun, where a gep- 
tle heat isapplied. Similar treatment in anotL- 
er pun completes the process, and the residuum 
of salt is raked upon a shelf at the side of the 
evaporator. After a slight draining, it is taken 
to the bins, where a more thorough draining is 
allowed for the space of two or three weeks.

A Prospective New Oil Field. 


Thorn Creek, with the dying music of its 
gushers ringing in its ears, does not attract the 
attention that it did a few days ago. The ever 
restless prospector has packed his grip and is 
now watching with feverish anxiety develop- 
ments in Washington county. For years it has 
been believed by some that an oil sand under- 
laid the domains of the county The Niagara 
Oil Company have been sinking wells since 
1880; several of them are dry holes and four or 
five are fine gas producers. Asearly as 1861 a 
company was organized to test the county for 
oil. It was known as the Washington County 
Eureka Oil Company. In 1865 it was reorgan- 
ized and the following persons made officers 
M. M. Sheldrake, Delaware county, president; 
Jesse Hook, Waynesburg, vice-president; Dr. 
W. W. Sharp, Amity, Washington county, sec- 
retary; W. D. H, Serrill, Delaware county, 
treasurer; Colonel Wm. H. Linch, Philadel- 
phia, clerk, Inacircular issued by the com- 
pany, they stated that the capital stock was 
$300,000, the par value of each share being $2; 
that it controlled by purchase and long leases 
1,200 acres of land, all comprised within six 
miles on Ten Mile Creek, Washington county, 
the principal scene of its operations; that a 
shaft had been sunk on the Manton farm, 
reaching a depth of 300 feet; ‘‘at a depth of 280 
aveinof oil was tapped, but which has not 
been tested by pumping.”’ As the facilities for 
boring were imperfect, the enterprise was 
abandoned, 

In May, 1880, the Niagara Oil Co. started the 
drill ata test well on the McGugan farm, in 
Mt. Pleasant township. After having encoun- 
tered an immense amount of bad luck, the 
tools were caved in upon after baving reached 
a depth of 1,000 feet, when the well was aban- 
doned. As soon as a derrick could be erecteda 
second well was started but a few hundred feet 
from the one abanduned. Better luck attended 
the drillers here, and at the depth of 2,247 feet, 
what is acknowledged to be the largest tlow of 
gasinthe world was struck. The well being 
located on the McGugan premises, was dubbed 
the McGugan well, which name it retains. 

Within three miles in either direction are lo- 
cated two wells, the Buchanan and the Rush. 
Each is drilled down more than 4,000 feet, and 
neither gas nor Oil was found, Several other 
wells have since been sunk by the Niagara Co., 
three or four of them proving gas gushers, 
among them the Emery, Miller and Donaldson, 
all three of which are elegant producers. The 
McGugan gas is now being used in Pittsburg* 
and the other will be as soon as it can be piped. 

Last year a company known as the People’s 
Heatand Light Company was organized, and 
on the 18th of March last drilling commenced 
at the Hess well, a mile from Washington. On 
the 30th of the following month a splendid flow 
of gas was struck on the Harvey property at 
about 100 feet lesa, 

Last fail the Citizens Natural Gas Co. was 
formed, and as soon as practical a well was lo- 
cated on the Gantz mill property. Instead of 
striking gas, however, when the drill had de- 
scended 2,210 feet, it penetrated a sand which 
produced oil, on the 3lst day of December, 1884. 
The hole rapidly filled up, and from that time 





until recently the hole has been tightly plugged

Jamaica Products at the Exposition. 


A very interesting exhibit in the drug line is 
made by the Island of Jamaica, at the World’s 
Exposition in New Orleans, Jamaica is essen- 
tially an agricultural and pastoral country, and 
when the Exposition had become a settled 
fact it determined to show to the world what 
its productions, imports, exports and possibili- 
ties were. As befits its position as an agricul- 
tural colony, Jamaica is represented by one of 
the most successful of scientific tropical agri- 
culturists, in the person of Mr. D. Morris, di- 
rector of public gardens and plantations. 

SPICES AND OILS. 

In spice plants generally there are shown 
nutmegs in all forms beautifully preserved in 
solution and with the red mace forming a sin- 
gularly striking contrast to the dark body of 
the nutmeg. Many of these specimens of nut- 
meg are exhibited by Dr. Major, of Bath, who 
is a successful nutmeg planter. The ordinary 
cured nutmeg in shell is also shown, and with 
the mace in its usual golden condition,as sold in 
shops. Cayenne pepper, cinnamon, cassia bark, 
cloves, cardamons, ginger, vanilla, turmeric 
powder, black pepper, china-root, quassia and 
campbor wood are other spices and aromatic 
plants which yield commercial products of 
great value, and which are under experimental 
cultivation in Jamaica to a greater or less 
extent. . 

In fatty oils, as distinguished from essential 
oils, there are shown cacoanut oil, cashew out 
oil, oil of Ben, gingelly oil, Santa Maria nut oil, 
Sandboa nut oil, antidote cacoon oil, candle- 
berry or walnut oil, castor oil, alligator pear 
oil, and maccafat or palm oil. Mr. Morris men- 
tions many other substances from which oil 
may be obtained in Jamaica, but at present he 
is inclined to give a very prominent place to 
the oil of the horse radish tree (Moringa plery 
gosperma) which is a very prolifie and fast 
growing tree whose seeds yield 30 per cent of a 
fine bland oil undistinguishabie from the finest 
olive oil. Freed from stearine and oleine this 
oil remains liquid at all temperatures, and may 
then be used tor the finest purposes by the 
watchmaker and scientific-instrument maker, 
The spice known as Jamaica alispice or Jamaica 
pepper is peculiar to the island, and it supplies 
this article solely to the markets of the world. 
The value of the exports in pimento amount 

to $600,000 annually, chiefly consigned to Rus- 
sia, where it is said it is used for making lique- 
urs and aromatic sweets and conserves. 

The dye plant of Jamaica, such as dogwood, 
fustic, sappan, candlewood, annato, turmeric, 
yield an annual return of $500,000, and they are 
all illustrated here in various forms. 

Samples of essential oils are also shown here, 
prepared by distillation from the flowers of the 
orange, lime, lemon and Jamaica pepper or 
pimento allspice. The oils prepared in this 
manner by the government chemist at Kingston 
are most valuable, and indicate a large field 
for enterprise in the utilization of the waste 
products of tropical lands. Other oils shown 
are blue gum oil, lemon oil, lemon grass oil, 
juniper cedar Oil and essential oils of the cigar 
bush mountain thyme, headace bush, and cit- 
ronella grass. 

MEDICINAL PLANTS, 


In the collections of the medicinal plants of 
Jamaica, which bave been arranged and named 
by Mr. Morris himself, there are represented, 
inamanner never shewn before, a complete 
collection of about 200 species of such West In- 
dian tropical planta as are of medicinal value. 
The quinine-yielding plants of cinchona are 
shown in leaf, flower, fruit, seed and commer- 
cial bark. These are mounted in glass frames, 
and form a very interesting series. Under Mr. 
Morris’ charge in Jamaica the government 
Plantations have about 200 acres with cinchona 
Plants of various species, from two to thirteen 
years old. From these plantations about 50,000 
pounds of cinchona bark has been harvested 
and shipped to Europe, of the value of $100,000. 
At present the Government of Jamaica is man- 
ufacturing its own quinine from the bark grown 
on the island, and it thus supplies the island 
medical service with this most valuable of all 
medicines for the treatment of the fevers of 
the tropics. The goyernment plantations also 
grow jalap,and experiment largely with nu- 
merous plants of medicinal value calculated to 
benefit the country. Following the example of 
the government, private land owners are grow- 
ing cinchona, and special facilities in the acqui- 
sition of lands for this purpose are offered by 
the Government of Jamaica. 

Sarsaparilla, for which Jamaica is noted, is 
grown on the island in a systematic manner. 
Jamaica ginger, which forms the most tender 
and delicious conserve, is fittingly represented, 
both in the raw and manufactured atate. 

Inalarge glass jar is exhibited the flowers 
and leaves of the papaw tree, carrica papaya, 
the leaf and juices or milk of which possesses 
the wonderful properties of making meat ten- 
der. Latterly the milk of this tree has been 
used in the preparation of vegetable pepsine, 
and it possesses, no doubt, a great future asa 
medicinal agent. The exhibit shown consists 
also of a sample of I. I. Bowrey’s papaine—this 
does not profess to be pure papaine—a sub- 
stance which has hardly been prepared even as 
a chemical curiosity, but it contains the whole 
of the papaine of the juice, in a concentrated 
and conyenientform. This papaine is sold in 
England in small quantities at $5 per ounce, 

A sample of peptonized beef is also shown, 
prepared by the action of one part of the pap- 
eine en 600 parts of lean beef, and evaporation 





of most of the water after the papaine had dis- 
solved the beef, 

This preparation has been employed, it is 
said, with great benefit in bad cases of indiges- 
tion, accompanied with great pain and loss of 
strength. It is given in doses of fifteen to 
twenty-five grains, three times a day, immedi- 
ately after taking food. The relief to the pain 
is said to be almost instantaneous, but the 
treatment must be continued for a few days to 
complete the cure, 

When the liver is much deranged as well as 
the digestive organs, papaine is said to be of 
special value, It is also said two or three full 
doses will prove effective in relieving from 
worms, either thread, round or tape worms, 

Another interesting substance shown here is 
the kola nut, the seed of a tree very similar to 
the cacao or chocolate tree. The nut, when re- 
duced to powder, yielis a slightly stimulative 
beverage, which is a specific for indigestion. 
The kola nut is largely used in Africa to allay 
hunger and fatigue, and besides it is said, and 
is so used in Jamaica, to ward off the effects of 
intoxication by alcoholic drinks; in fact, to 
make drunken men sober. The dogwood bark 
isanarcotic which is used as a specific for 
tooth che, while close to it are the cow-itch 
pods, of formidable and forbidding aspect. The 
surinam poison, used to intoxicate fish (and not 
infrequently for other purposes), is shown in 
all its forms. Other medicinal substances in 
this collection are sima-ruba bark, canella 
bark, bitter-wood, used as a substitute for hops, 
senna, aloes, cassia pods, bitter bush, pareira 
brava, cardamoms, coca, China root, guaco, 
major bitters, maiden plum bark, prune bark, 
locust pods, adrue, cocoon seeds and pods, an- 
tido cocoon, chew stick, cascarilla bark, betel 
nut, cob nut, divi divi pods, baobab bark, blue 
gum leaves, lemon-scented eucalyptus, aniseed 
and many others too numercus to mention. 


PERFUMES. 


A model is shown by Mr. Morris of the appa- 
ratus used in extracting perfume from flowers 
by what is called the “entleurage’”’ process. <A 
mixture of clarified lard and beef suet—or 
clarified lard alonein cool climates—is spread 
on glass trays or frames fitting tightly ina 
rack, the one above the other, Over these pre- 
pared trays the fresh flowers are scattered, tray 
above tray. After standing for a day or two 
the flowers are renewed, time after time, 
throughout the flowering season of the plant. 
The most suitable plants used for this purpose 
are the jasmine and tube rose. When fully 
impregnated with the sweet perfume the po- 
made is scraped off the trays, melted at alow 
temperature and strained, The perfume is ex- 
tracted by pouring over the pomade pure rec- 
tifled spirits and leaving it to saturate fora 
fortnight. About two pounds of the pomade 
yield one quart of the spirits. In Jamaicaa 
flower farm has been started, cultivating 
chietly the tube rose, and pomade is prepared 
and exported to Europe for the preparation of 
a valuable scent. The lard and suet when 
placed in the “enfleurage’’ process is worth 
twenty cents per pound, When changed a few 
days later into pomade, known in commerce as 
“French pomade,”’ it is sold in Europe at $2.50 
to $3 per pound.

TUESDAY EVENING, February 38, 1885. 

During the past week the chemical market 
has ruled exceedingly quiet, with very few 
transactions to be noted. Arrivals are light 
but fully equal to the demand. In view of the 
fact that there seems to be some improvement 
in general trade it is probable that chemicals 
must soon be favorably effected. The present 
low range of prices is largely due to cheap 
ocean freights now current, but likely to ad- 
vance very soon. Rail freights to various parts 
of the country are also very much unsettled, 
no refusal beyond ten days being given, and 
these subject toa change any moment. Caus- 
tic soda on spot is scarce and somewhat firmer 
in values. Cream tartar as noted below has 
been advanced, and same is noted in muriate of 
potash and kainit. The other light chemicals 
are all eteady under an improved consumptive 
demand. 





Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 percent of the various 
Liverpool makes, is now quoted lower on ac- 
count of the low ocean freights which are now 
obtainable for February. Sales are reported of 
150 tons at 1 35@1 45c, as to quantity and make. 
High test is meeting with an improved demand, 
and several contracts have been placed for Feb- 
ruary shipment at 1324@1 35c, as to quantity. 
There have beon several large orders in the 
market for shipments over the year, but as it is 
impossible to contraet for oeean freights be- 
yond February at current rates, they have been 
declined. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent, has been in re- 
quest for shipments over February and March; 
several contracts have been placed at prices 
equal to about 14c. Besides this, we get sales 
of 150 tons at 130@1 35c, as to quantity and 
brand. High test isin the same position with 
1 30@1 35c being nominally quoted as to brand 
and quantity. 

Alkali 36 per cent is meeting with the usual 
jobbing demand at 114c, while domestic is still 
obtainable at 4cfob. For B M 48 per cent 
there has only been a moderate demand during 
the week, the sales making are for lote to cover 
present wants of consumers. Sales are report- 
ed of 75 tons at 1534@1 40c as to quantity. High 
test B M on the spot is in light stock for which 
1846@1 40c is demanded. For shipment, how- 
ever, prices are easier and we note sales of 475 
tons at 1 3244@1 35c as to quantity and date of 
shipment. The other high test refined alkalies 
are very quiet and nominally quoted at 155@ 
160c as to make and quantity. 

Newcastle ash 48 per cent continues to come 
freely to hand, this with other steamers on way 
with full invoices has a tendency to depress 
values and while 1 30c is the usual quotation 
named, for a round lot less would be accepted. 
Sales are reported of 150 tons at 127}¢c and 200 
tons at 1 30@1 3244c as to quantity and brand. 
High test under free arrivals is weaker. Stocks 
at the moment are in excess of the demand as 
many of the large consumers are only purchas- 
ing small lots to cover present wants and in 
some cases fires have already been banked at 
various glass factories. The sales comprise 75 
tons at 144@1 300As to quantity and make. 

There have only been small arrivals of 
bleaching powder since our last review, conse- 
quently yalues of prime fresh high test Liver- 
pool brands are a shade firmer. The continued 
arrival of Newcastle makes has a tendency to 
weaken the market, as they are usually on con- 
signment with instructions to sell from dock 
rather than store. Buyers being aware of this 
fact act accordingly in making their bids, The 
reduction in the output of 10 per cent for Feb- 
ruary decided upon recently by the syndicate 
abroad has gone into effect, but so far no per- 
ceptible effect is apparent here. The low rates 
of rail freights to the various points in the 
West have stimulated trade to some extent, 
and we note salesof 125 casks of Newcastle 
makes at 1 55@1 60c, and 175 casks of Liverpool 
brands at 1 65@1 20c as to quantity and test. 

Caustic Soda 60 per cent is firmer, it now 
belng quoted at 2 95@3c'asto quantity,with sales 
of 150 dms reported within the range. High 
test is scarce on spot, consequently values are 
somewhat firmer, 2 65c being lowest price 
named for round lots. There has been con- 
siderable inquiry during the week on account 
of low freights to the West for prompt ship- 
ment, but as buyers views are so much below 
those that were acceptable to importers no 
business of importance has resulted. For sbip- 
ments during February they are quoting 2 5734 
@2 60c as to quantity. with 2 52144@2 55c bid and 
declined for round lots. Salcs are reported of 
350 dms on the spot at 2 60@2 65c as to quantity 
and 125 dms in lots at 2 671<c; also 250 dms 
February, steamer, at 2 57}4@2 60c as to brand 
and quantity. 

Sal soda English does not show any improve- 
ment, the free arrivals has a tendency to de- 
press prices. The sales comprise 125 tons from 
dock at 1@1 05c as to quantity and brand. Ship- 
mentsare nominally quoted at 1c but for a 
round lot 95c has been accepted. 

Sal soda American is meeting with the usual 
consumptive demand. Manufacturers all re- 
port business as being good. Sales are reported 
of 125 tons at 1@1 024gc fob less 144 per cent 
for cash as to quantity and style of package. 

Salscake on account of low ocean freights is 

somewhat unsettled ag regards prices, 60@700 


being quoted as to quantity and test, with sales 


of 50 tons reported within the range.

Few changes are to be noted for the week 
now ending and business has been exceedingly 
dull. Many consumers of English chemicals 
are closed and of those that are running few 
if any are working to their full capacity. This 
naturally decreased the demand and in conse- 
quence the market is generally weak. Importa- 
tions have fallen off and much that is arriving 
is on contract and therefore not placed on the 
market. Stocks are light but more than ample 
to supply the demand. Large transactions are 
the exception, even the larger buyers taking 
only in small lots, feeling that the present out- 
look does not justify them in stocking up. 

Soda ash carbonated under a limited demand 
is lower and Liverpool 48 per cent is quoted at 
150@1 55c for spot goods. We hear of one par- 
cel being offered from dock at 147}¢c with no 
takers. To arrive 14744@l 52}¢c is named. 58 
per centis dull and nominally heid at 145@ 
1 0c; offers of less would probably be acepted. 
In Newcastle there are no changes to note and 
it is meeting with little demand. Most of the 
near arrivals are disposed of and the stock of 
spot goods is light. Caustic soda ash 48 per 
cent is selliag only in jobbing lots and little is 
being offered either on spot or to arrive. Spot 
goods are selling at 145@150, while to arrive 
1 42¢c is named; possibly less would buy round 
lot, Caustic soda, iike most other chemicals, 
is far from active, but as stocks are being 
gradually reduced holders of spot goods are be- 
coming firmer in their views. 60 per cent is 
quoted at 295@%c and to arrive 2 90@2 95c is 
asked, 70 per cent is doing fairly in a jobbing 
way at 2 7244@2 80; large lots can beshaded. To 
arrive 2 70@2 724¢c will buy. In 74 and 76 per 
cent there is nothing new and prices are about 
same as last report. Sal soda owing to reduced 
stocks is higher and is held at 1 1244@/ lic. Ca- 
bie advices report a firmer market and as a re- 
sult holders of lots to arrive are naming nothing 
under Ic and some are asking 1 02@1 05 as to 
quantity. Refined alkali 36 per cent is without 
change either in demand or prices. BM 58 per 
cent has been coming to hand freely but all has 
been disposed of from dock and the spot mar- 
ket is entirely cleaned up. ‘lo arrive 1 45@1 50c 
is named as to quantity. Bleaching powder 
ls in light stock and held at 1 70@1 80c on spot; 
to arrive these figures will buy. Newcastle can 
be had at $160@1 65c. Nitrate of soda is dull on 
spot and no changes in figures either for spot 
or to arrive. 
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Fertilizers Analyzed. 


Forty-two analyses of fertilizers have been 
made forthe New York State Agricultura| So- 
diety during the year by Mr. William M. Habir- 
shaw, F. C. 8., chemist to the Society. Of these, 
three were samples of unleached wood ashes, 
giving, on the average, 3.63 per cent of potash, 
in the forms of carbonate and phosphate, and 
1.06 per cent of insoluble phosphoric acid. It is 
difficult to determine the cost of potash in 
ashes, leached or unleached, but assuming the 
weight of a bushel of ashes to be 56 pounds, 
and taking the best of the three samples, which 
gave 0.91 per centof phosphoric acid and 4.11 
per cent of potash, costing 34 cents per bushel 
(which seems to bave been for some time the 
prevailing price), and allowing thc high price 
of 4cents per pound for the phosphoric acid, 
the potash in this sample cost 13% cents per 
pound, a price which renders the application of 
potash in this form an absurdity unless there is 
some practical benefit derived for which no 
scientific explanation bas yet been found. 

In the four samples of muriate of potash 
analyzed this year, the average cost of potash 
is found to be 3.83 cents per pound, and in the 


In the two samples of sulphate of ammonia 
the cost of nitrogen was 19 8-10and 187-10 cents 
per pound respectively, the higher priced sam- 
ple being the cheaper as a supply of nitrogen. 

In the sample of dried and ground fish scrap, 
the cost of nitrogen, allowing the schedule 
price for the phosphoric acid which it contain- 
ed, was 14 cents per pound. 

In one sample of tankage, allowing for the 
phosphoric acid as in the sample last mention- 
ed, the cost of nitrogen was nearly 28 cents per 
pound. 

One sample of Lobes guano, and one of 
Cooper’s No. 2 bonedust, call for no special re- 
mark except that in the latter, after making 
the schedule allowance for nitrogen, the cost of 
its phosphoric acid was considerably less than 
the computed value. 


A sample of a fertilizer sold under the name 
ef rotted bone, for $14 per ton contained, by 
analysis, 1.77 per cent of nitrogen, worth, ac- 
cording to the schedule, $6.37. It contained a 
total of 1.24 per cent of phosphoric acid, which 
cost by difference, over 30 cents per pound. A 
sample sent in under the same name, of the 
same cost price, and as manufactured by the 
same person, was analyzed for the society in 
1882, and showed 2.56 per cent of nitrogen and 
1.15 per cent of phosphoric acid. That such an 
article should continue to be made and sold at 
the price, shows the need of the information 
which this society and the experiment stations 
of our own and other States are endeavoring 
to supply. 

The remaining 25 samples divide themselves 
as has been the case in previous years, quite 
distinctly into two classes. Ter of them are 
plain superphosphates, made from bones or 
other phosphatic material, and sold as such at 
various prices, ranging from $22 to as high, in 
one case, as $65 perton. That they are properly 
designated as plain superphosphates, is shown 
by the fact thatin five of them only was any

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appreciable amount of nitrogen discoverable, 
averaging less than 31-100 of one per cent, and 
that none contained potash. In the case of three 
of these samples the cost exceeds the valua- 
tion, on the average, by $397 per ton. Of the 
remaining seven samples, including the highest- 
priced one, the valuation exceeds the cost, on 
the average, by $24I per ton. The aggregate 
cost of the ten was $299 30, the aggregate valu- 
ation is $311 66, showing an excess of valuation 
over cost of something more than four per 
cent, 

The other fifteen samples are all ammopiated 
superphosphates and compounded, or special 
fertilizers, in the greater number of which pot- 
ash, as well as some nitrogenous material, has 
been added, for the purpose of making a more 
complete fertilizer, and sometimes, with the 
intention of making a compound specially 
adapted to the requirements of a particular 
crop. That such additions are useful is not de- 
nied, but ia the case of the fifteen samples now 
under consideration, there is but one of which 
the valuation exceeds the cost, and that by only 
65 cents per ton. The aggregate cost of the 
fifteen samples was $593.50, the aggregate valu- 
ation is $457.88, the cost exceeding the valuation 
on the average by $9.03 per ton, or about 204% 
per cent.

The Reduction in the Price of Sul- 


phate of Quinine. 

Mr. Alexander H. Jones of Philadelphia, 
has addressed to the Chicago Pharmacist, the 
following reply toan article which appeared in 
that journal, criticizing certain statements 
made by him. He says:— 

“In September of last year the writer had oc- 
casion to answer a communication regarding 
the cause of the decline in the price of sulphate 
of quinine, through the columns of the Phila- 
delphia Press. 

The assertion that present low prices, which, 
it is to be observed, rule the world over—in 
Europe as well as in the United States—were 
mainly due to the large supplies and cheapness 
of the crude material (cinchona bark), and 
could not be attributed to the removal of a 20 
per cent. duty from the tariff of this country, 
has been objected to, and in terms not very 
courteous, ina recent number of a Chicago 
pharmaceutical journal. 

As the subject is an important one, it is but 
fair to the readers of pharmaceutical journals, 
and to the writer, that such a criticism should 
not pass by unnoticed. 

Having given more than ordinary attention 
to matters connected with the commercial 
part of the quinine industry, and with a desire 
simply to give facte—not theories—and a dispo- 
sition to discuss the subject ina frank, courte- 
ous and truthful manner, I believe this article 
may be found to contain statements of interest 
tothe readers of The Pharmacist, and itis 
hoped will assist them in determining intelli- 
gently precisely ‘why quinine is cheap.’ 

The critic referred to selected from the com- 
munication a few sentences only, and carefully 
avoided reference to statistics given to prove 
what had been affirmed. 

His language runs thus: ‘Would you believe 
that the introduction of the cinchona plant into 
Ceylon, Java, etc , more than twenty years be- 
fore, was the cause of the reduction in price? 
Would you believe that nature declined to 
bring forth her offspring during all these 
twenty years? 

* And yet this nongense is, in substance, just 
what Alexander Jones asks you to believe 
when he says: ‘Quinine is cheap because barks 
arecheap. Barks are cheap because they are 
in large supply. Barks are in large supply 
mainly because the English and Dutch goyern- 
ments (not the United States government) 
twenty years or 80 ago, at great pains and ex- 
pense, introduced the cinchona plant from 
South America into the East Indies, Ceylon, 
Java, etc.’’ 

Now, in discussing publicly this subject, or 
any other one of importance, a writer should 
be well informed, and fortified to substantiate 
every assertion. 

The particular statement, which has been 
cited in full and declared to be ‘nonsense’ by 
the aforesaid critic, shall now, for the benefit 
of the readers of The Pharmacist, be carefully 
examined and tested by reference to authori- 
ties recognized by well-advised druggists as 
having a fairamount of good judgment and 
sound sense, 

It isto be presumed that American druggists 
are familiar with the facts connected with the 
introduction of the cinchona plant Into the 
East Indies. To detail the particulars of the 
labors of Clements R. Markham and others 
should be unnecessary. Space will not permit 
more than passing reference. A brief but in- 
teresting account will be found in the United 
States Dispensatory, fourteenth edition, pages 
277, 278, 279. There is not much “nonsense” 
about the Unived States Dispensatory, and the 
work is in the stores of druggists generally, 
and can readily be referred to. 

Another excellent work, and one that every 
druggist should have, entitled “Pharmacogra- 
phia”—a history of drugs, published in London 
—contains a full account of the introduction 
of the cinchona plant into the East Indies, 
pages 311-314, Markham’s name is mentioned 

in both of these standard works in terms of 
highest praise, so that perhaps an extract or 
two from Markham’s own book may not be 
regarded as nonsense. 
Referring, therefore, to the work on “Peru- 


vian Bark,” by Clements R. Markham, C. B., F. 
R 8, it will be found that he looked forward 
to a lowering of price as a natural sequence to 
the cultivation of cinchona plants, 

Thus page 266: “The demand for quinine will 
always be in excess of the supply from South 
America, and the cultivation of the cinchona 
plants in India and Java will have the effect of 
lowering the price and bringing this inestima- 
ble febrituge within the reach of a vast num- 
ber of people who are now excluded from its 
use, without in any way injuring the trade of 
Peru, Ecuador or Colombia.” 

Page 414: “It can not be too often repeated 
that the object of the introduction of cinchona 
cultivation into India was the provision of an 
abundant and cheap supply of the febrifuge so 
as to bring the remedy within the reach of all 
classes of the people. The object was not to 
produce the best barks for the European mar- 
kets, nor to ensure commercial profit, nor to 
increase the revenue, nor to benefit the plant- 
ing interest. These are all highly satisfactory 
collateral results, but they are not, and never 
should be corsidered as the objects of the 
undertaking.”’ 

In his foot note, same page, he says: “My 
object in introducing cinchona cultivation 
into India was recugnized as the true object. 
and my views were adopted by successive Sec- 
retaries of State for India. See the dispatches 
of Sir Charles Wood, dated January 16, 1863 
(par. 4), and September 30. 1865 (par. 5); of Lord 
Ripon, dated 16th, June 1866 (par. 4); and of the 
Duke of Argyll, dated April 4th, 1871 (par. 3), 
and December 16th, 1873 (par. 4). All are pub- 
lished in the Cinchona Blue Books.” 

There we have the statement from authority 
that must command respect, that the object 
was an abundant and cheap supply. 


Mr. Markham says—page 400: “In February, 
1861, the first installment of. chinchona seeds 
arrived in Ceylon, being a parcel of the “gray 
bark” species sent from the Nilgiri hilis by Mr. 
Mclvor, Soon afterwards a share of the seeds 
of the C. succirubra was received. By Septem- 
ber 800 plants had been raised from these 
seeds.”” 

Now let us observe what nature has done in 
twenty years, and when it was done. 

The Tropical Agriculturist, published in Col- 
ombo, Ceylon, in the issue of Saturday, Nov. 
Ist, 1884, (Vol. 1V., No 5), pages 379-883, gives 
interesting statistics in an article entitled “In- 
creasing Production of Cinchona Bark and 
Cheap Quinine.” We commend this article to 
the critic who regarded the vast results of the 
enterprise of the British governtient as of so 
little account, and magnified the power of the 
removal of a 20 per cent duty in the United 
States as accounting for a tumble in quinine, 
say for Howards’ English, from 16 shillings 6 
pence in June, 1877 (when there was a duty in 
this country), to 4 shillings 9 pence in August, 
1884, when there was not a duty in this country. 

Now, if our critic is an arithmetician, let 
him explain how by striking out a 20 per cent 
duty within the United States, on any article, 
(dismiss quinine, and select anything else what- 
ever), prices should drop in Great Britain from 
16 shillings to 4 shillings, and asimilar fall occur 
all over Europe. The writer does not hesitate 
to say that a more absurd statement was never 
made by an intelligent man than the one so 
often quoted that quinine fell in price all over 
the world by reason of the removal of a trifling 
duty in the United States. 

But to return to the Ceylon journal, page 379. 

‘Ceylon began with an export of 28 ounces in 
1869 and roseto au export of 6,925,595 pounds 
in season 1882-83; while for season 1883-4 a total 
export of about 1144 million pounds has been 
reached.’ 

From 1869 to 1884 is not 20 years. From 1861 
to 1884 is more than 20 years, 

Let ue tabulate: 

February, 1861—First installment of seeds ar- 
rived in Ceylon. 

1869—Export, 28 ounces bark 

Season 1882-88—Export, 6,925,595 pounds bark 

1883-84—Export, 11,500,000 pounds bark 

Here you will observe what nature was about. 
From 1861 to 1869 is nine years. Ceylon began 
with an export of twenty-eight ounces in 1869 
—nine years after the first seeds arrived there. 

Ceylon exported about 7,000,000 pounds in 
1882-83, and tke following season 11,500,000 
pounds. 

If 11,500,000 pounds against twenty-eight 
ounces does not indicate sound sense in the re- 
mark—'Barks are cheap because they are in 
large supply. Barks are in large supply,’ etc., 
(already quoted)—then the subject is not worthy 
of attention by the American public. In Eu- 
rope the discussion is carried on in a very dif- 
ferent spirit from that exhibited by the critic I 
refer tu. 

The Ceylon journal ventures an opinion— 
“The table of prices. which has been prepared 
bya reliable authority, shows that between 
iss and August last (1884), the price of the 
most valuable of all febrifuges and tonics—qui- 
nine—has never been so low as at the present 
time. This, of course, is partly owing to a tem- 
porary unsettlement of the market through the 
recent failure ofthe proprietors of the Milan 
factory, but it isundoubtedly duelargely to the 
increasing export of the raw product, cinchona 
bark, from the East—India, Java, but more es- 
perially from Ceylon. 

Not one word about the wiping out of the 20 
per cent tariff duty by this great government 
that has done nothing in the way of cultivating 
the cinchona plant; but the assertion that 





the low price is undoubtedly due to the largely 





increasing export of the bark fromthe East— 
India, Java, but more especially from Ceylon. 
The duty on forcign sulphate quinine was re- 
moved July 1, 1879. What were the prices that 
ruled in England before and since the removal 
of the duty? They may be learned from the 
following—also taken from the same Ceylon

DYE MARKET

A quiet feeling pervades the dye market, and 
the volume of business has been somewhat re- 
stricted in comparison with former weeks. A 
very hopeful feeling is entertained for the 
spring opening, or as soon as navigation has 

been resumed, Most of the inquiries are based 
on spring shipments. Some of the articles are 
in such a position, however, that buyers are 
curtailing their wants in the expectation of be- 
ing favored with lower prices lateron. The 
week has been dull and monotonous, and in this 
respect has been different from the previous 
review of the market. 

Albumen is moving moderately well at our 
quotations, especially domestic blood. Priees 
are steady. 

In regard to alizarine, the Moniteur des Pro- 
duits Chimiques states that the German manu- 
facturers of aiizarine have overstocked the 
market. There are altogether in Germany 
ninteen manufactories of colors from coal. Of 
these five produce alizarine only. The annual 
production of this article at present prices is 
valued at 50.000,000m. Of this quantity 80 per 
cent. is exported. The works at Ludwigshafen. 
Hochst, and Elberfeld between them turn out 
half the total. England, France and Switzer- 
land together produce about 25,009,000m worth. 
It adds that the crisis is due partly toa change 
in the public taste, which just now prefers pale 
and undecided tints, and partly to the pressure 
of products on the market by the larger inak- 
ers, who hope by this means to crush out some 
of the smaller firms. 

The demand for bichromate of potash and 
soda is limited, with sales in a small jobbing 
way. Notwithstanding the changed duty on 
soda, which makes it cost over 9cto import, 
there are sellers at 8%c. This is done witha 
view of establishing a trade for the product, it 
is said, and while some holders entertain ad- 
vanced views, they are compelled to meet the 
market for cheaper goods, Values are expect- 
ed to be better, if anything, but no change is 
looked for in the immediate future, owing 
principally to the liberal stocks on spot. Pot- 
ash is unchanged. 

Cochineal is gradually reaching better figures, 
the firmness being more pronounced than last 
week. We have sales of 90 bags on spot at 36@ 
88¢ for gray black, 34@35e for black, and silvers 
at 33c. As will be perceived by comparison with 
last week's figures, an advance of le has been 
realized on black and silvers. By private cor- 
respondence from Teneriffe, dated January 8, 
the house of Sinforiano Callija Ruiz states, in 
substance, that within a short time a contract 
has been made by land owners for delivery of 
large quantities of native tobacco. This will 
greatly reduce the territory available for cochi- 
neal planting, and will be a guarantee tu plant- 
ers who continue cochineal cultivation, of such 
prices as will allow reasonable profit. The Lon- 
don market is reported firm but quiet. The only 
business doing has been in silvers and rosy 
blacks. The stock on January 16 was placed at 
9,516 seroons, against 11,313 seroons same time 
in 1884. The imports and deiiveries thus far this 
year are greater than last year. 

Cutch is he!d more firmly and quoted at 54@ 
6c on spot, with jobbing sales of 500 bales dia- 
mond 8 M and 200 boxes ‘’Star B’’ on spot at 
54%@534c. Supplies are light and the feeling 
strong. The demand in London is very small 
according to mail advices, and the market un- 
changed at 24 shillings and 6 pence per cwt. 
An auction sale of 1,320 boxes was made in the 
last week of January, but the prices obtained 
have not been icarned. 

Gambier is slightly easier and stock has been 
released at lower figures than last week. Some 
600 bags of the stock on Robert Porter changed 
hands at 4%@4%c ex dock, and these sales 
could be duplicated. Spot is quoted at 44@5c. 
Some business has been done in futures, aggre- 
gating 125 tons January shipment at 44@4%c, 
th atter for 25tons, It is still claimed that it 

ts 434c to import at present foreign prices: 
Tuere is plenty to arrive with free sellers. The 
London Commereial Recordsays: ‘Block gam- 
bier dull of sale; on the spot only small sales 
have been made at 18s9d all faults and i9s 
whole bales, For arrival no sales reported. 
Cubes quiet; 315 bags free cubes offered at the 
public sales were mostly disposed of at 26861 
for dark quality. 146 bags strips were bought 
in 288 per cwt. 

Logwood is in very limited demand, with no 
inquiry at the moment to note. The spot 
etock of all grades still remains at 1,000 tons. 
A good outlet is expected in the spring. 

Myrabolans show a slightly improved de- 
mandinajobbing way. We note an arr ival of 
70 bags since last report. Myrabolans sold at 
the London public sales without reserve ata 
decline of fully 6d per cwt, and private con- 
tract business bas been of small importance. 
682 bags Madras offered at the auctions and sold 
at 889d to 9 for ordinary Madras Coast. 800 
bags Bombay were bought in at l!s 6d to 11s 9d 
per cwt. 

The turmeric market remains inactive and 
easy. In London 860 bags offered at the public 
sales were bought in at 25s to 26s. Cochin

sold at 88. Of Madras, 100 bags bold finger and

Indigo is resting on an easy basis, with no 
b usiness of importance to report. A jobbing 
demand has been met during the week at $1 20 
for medium Bengal grades.
